treasury is about to be put into 
effect, Gov. John M. Dalton an- 
nounced today. 

Director of Revenue M. FE. 
Morris will end a long- -Standing | 
practice of temporarily deposit-| 
ing’ collections in. checking ac- | 
counts which were unaudited | 
and on which no interest was 
obtained, the Governor said. 

This Missouri Public Expendi- 
ture Survey, a privately sup-| 
ported government research or- 
ganization, found that in the 
1958-1959 fiscal year an average 
balance of $4,000,000 in. these 
“‘temporary” accounts was main- 
tained at Central Missouri Trust 
Co. in Jefferson City. 

The. survey did not include 
other amounts collected by 
branch revenue department offi- 
ces at St. Louis and Kansas City 
and ‘deposited in banks in those 
cities. 

. Called Bad Practice. 


In.a report issued in October 
1959, the research organization 
said. the temporary deposit sys- 
tem was a bad practice because 
it violated state laws, had no 
auditing safeguards and made it 
impossible to budget state funds 
accurately. 

Edward Staples, executive di- 
rector’ of the Missouri Public 
Expenditure Survey, said his 
organization found that the tem- 
porafy depositing of collections 
by the Revenue Department vio- 
lated all principles of account- 
ing as well as the law. 

At various times in the past, 
he said, state officials were mis- 
takenly under the impression 
their departments were short of 
money because the temporary ac- 
counts had not been entered in 
the records. 

State Treasurer Milton Car- 
penter, who served as revenue 
diréctor until last January, de- | 
fetided the practice when ques- | 
tiorled about it last year.

Jimmy Durante, television and 
night-club comedian, took a few 
hours away from his job of en- 
tertaining yesterday to visit the 
Rev. Charles Dismas Clark's 
Halfway House at Ninth and 
Cole streets. 

Accompanied by Sonny King, 
an orchestra leader, Durante 
chatted and joked with residents, 
looked into out-of-the-way cor- 
ners, and concluded that ‘‘Fa- 
ther Clark has a wonderful pro- 
gram; there ought to be one in 
every state.”’ 

Halfway House is also known 
as Dismas House; named after 
the Good Thief who died with | 
Christ. 

“Words simply fail to describe 
my impression of this opera- 
tion,”” the comedian said, He 
had heard a great deal 
Dismas House and became in- 
terested in seeing it for himself, 
he said. 

Durante and King were escort- 
ed on their tour by Father Clark, 
atterney and 
a principal backer of the proj- 
ect, and Harold J. Gibbons, in- 
ternational vice president of the 
Teamsters Union. 

Father Clark told the group 
that the Halfway House program 


about | 


is now “operating in 
black” for the first time. 

About $220,000 has been spent 
in purchasing, refurnishing and 
redecorating the building since 
the program was undertaken in 
November 1959, and annual op- 
erating costs are about $50.000 
a year, he said. 

In answer to a question by 
Durante, the priest said that 
622 ex-convicts have been housed 
an average of six weeks at 
Halfway-House sice it opened 
In addition, 500 more have been 
helped through finding jobs, he 
said. At present, there are 57 
residents. 

Father Clark said that results 
of the program have been ‘Very 
encouraging to the present time.” 
Of the more than 1100 men re- 
ferred to the house, only four 
have gone back to prison be- 
cause of felony convictions, he 
said. 

About 300 business firms have 
offered to consider Dismas House 
men for jobs, indicating wide 
community participation in the 
project, Father Clark noted.

“If we continue to attempt to 
survive under the present frame 
work of 98 municipalities, in the 
near future we will encourage 
additional state legislation to 
give the county government pow 
er to perform area-wide func.

“If we had self-sufficient mu- 
nicipal units, we could take the 
position that it would be unneces- 
sary to transfer additional func 
tions to the county government,” 
he said. 

“The area-wide

rubbish and garbage are exam- 
ples of the few area-wide func- 
tions that would remain for the 
county government to handle.’ 

Kaufman said he could not es- 
timate how many municipalities 
should be formed under his pro- 
posal, 

“I would say that the deter- 
mining factor should be simply 
whether a given area can pro- 
vide all the needed services,"’ he 
stated. “Certainly the cities with 
only 750 residents are not doing 
it. Even many that are consid- 
erably larger are not. doing it 
either. There are only about 
five municipalities in the county 
that are providing all municipal 
services today.” 

Kaufman expressed the view 
that consolidation or a ceding 
of powers to the county govern- 
ment are the inevitable alterna- 
tives facing county residents. 

He pointed out that there is 
strong opposition to the latter 
action, one of the principal ob- 
pections being that the ‘‘town- 
hall” type of democracy would 
be lost in a big governmental 
unit and another being that 
such a government would, by 
virtue of its size, be inefficient 
and too easily controlled by self- 
ish political interests. 

A bill to facilitate consolida- 
tions of municipalities is pending 
in the Missouri Legislature, he 
pointed out. Under terms of the 
bill, in the form of a proposed 
constitutional amendment, the 
County Council could initiate 
consolidations, which would be- 
come effective if approved by 
voters in each of the affected 
corporate areas, It was intro- 
duced by Representative F. Neil 
Aschemeyer (Dem.), of Olivette.

Forrest Marsden, president of 
Community Progress, Inc., urged 
the Mayor and City Council to 
establish immediately a plan to 
implement the ‘‘feasible recom- 
mendations’’ contained in the 
report. He said the report 
“showed a great amount of 
study’ and in general was an 
excellent presentation. 


Workmen’s Compensation. 


City Comptroller Glenn Hen- 
dry said that more than eight 
years ago East St. Louis 
checked on workmen's compen- 
sation and public liability insur- 
ance. This was a recommenda- 
ion of the survey. 

‘We found there would be at 
least $18,000 in premiums an- 
nually over a 10-year period,” 
Hendry said. He said there was 
no money available to pay such 

premiums, ‘‘and the few claims 
we have had are far less than 
the total amount those premiums 
would have been.’’ 

“The S.I.l. report suggests 
we prorate every dollar we get 
based on the budget,’ Hendry 
said. ‘‘We tried this one year, 
and it was no good because one 
fund would suffer in a given 
month and another department 
would be overly solvent,” he 
added. ‘Things like this sound 
good in theory but do not work 
in practice.” 

Comments on Sewer Fee. 

Commenting on a recommend- 
ed general sewer service fee, 
Hendry said he doubted it would 
be legal to charge sewer fees in 
the downtown and older sections 
where payment for sewers al- 
ready has been completed. Bond 
issues have been sold for new 
sewer districts, funds earmarked 
for one district cannot be used 
in another district, he said. 

Police Commissioner Russell 
T. Beebe said that some of the 
recommendations contained in 
the report are new and ‘‘will be 
checked on for feasibility.”’

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Diplomatic Moves on Laos Made 
On Precarious Peace-or-War Line 


Getting Khrushchev to 


Understand American 


Position Was Early Problem—One Unknown 


Quantity in Equation 


Was Stand of Chinese 


Reds—Even Settlement Sought May Not Work.

WASHINGTON, April 1. 


COMING AS IT DOES from friends and admirers, the criticism to 
which President Kennedy reacts most sensitively is that he has not given 
the American people enough of the truth about the world picture and 


America’s strength or lack of it. 


He is maintaining the barriers of a 


closed society rather than trying to lower those barriers, so’ the accusa- 


tion goes. 


But how is it possible, he asked recently 
at.the end of a long and trying day, taking 
the Laos crisis as an example, to say very 
much publicly about such difficult and 
delicate negotiations? Would it not have 
jeopardized the cMances for a _ peaceful 
settlement? 

A closer look at the diplomatic maneuver- 
ing that went on does show how tenuous 
and uncertain were the lines between set- 
tlement—peace of a sort—and an enlarge- 
ment of the conflict that could end no one 
knew where. 


HERE ARE SOME of the diplomatic 
maneuvers indicating the efforts made to 
slow if. not to halt the drift toward war: 

One problem was communication—how 
to get across to Premier Khrushchev that 
this was a matter of the utmost gravity 
for the United States, that the prestige of 
the nation was directly involved. In his 
long talk with Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei Gromyko March 16, Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk tried to get it over. Gromyko 
was polite, affable even, but he showed 
no response, simply plaving the eld phon- 
graph record, as one of the conferees put it. 

As luck would have it, the President's 
roving ambassador, W. Averell Harriman, 
was in New Delhi. A cable went to Harri- 
man, instructing him to ask Prime Minister 
Nehru point blank to communicate the 
American viewpoint to Khrushchev. At the 
same time, Nehru would stress his own 
desire for a peaceful settlement. 


This was not an easy assignment. As 
Harriman was well aware, Nehru has 
never forgotten that American policy 
makers had informed him not too many 
years ago that being a neutral was im- 
moral. Nevertheless, the approach wis 
made and Nehru agreed to communicate 
with Khrushchev. 


At the same time, Ambassador Adlai E. 
Stevenson was in touch with Gromyko at 
the’ United Nations. Out of that contact 
came Gromyko’s request to see the Presi- 
dent last Monday. 

In the President’s oval office, the Soviet 
Foreign Minister displayed a mood quite 
different from that he had evinced in 
Rusk’s suite in the new State Department 
building. He seemed ready to accept the 
President’s solemn word that America’s 
position was at issue and that a farther ad- 
vance of the Communist-directed forces 
would certainly lead to intervention by 
the United States and the SEATO powers. 
Mr. Kennedy’s earlier meeting with British 
Prime Minister Macmillan in Key West 
was intended to underscore this resolve. 


THEN CAME WORD from Moscow, both 
By “way of New Delhi and from other 
sources, that any open threat of the use 
of- force would make it impossible for 
Moscow to accept a cease-fire with subse- 
quent negotiation. This warning was dis- 
patched immediately to the SEATO min- 
isters meeting in Bangkok. 


There was a conspicuous unknown in 
preearious equation. The belief—with no 
really hard information to support it—was 
that the Chinese Communists and prob- 
ably also the North Viet Namese were 
pressing Moscow as hard as possible 
to go on with the war. 


It was thought they might well be re- 
minding Khrushchev of the statement in 
his Jan. 6 speech promising support for 
“uprisings . . . directed against the cor- 
rupt reactionary regimes, against the co- 
Jonialists.’”” That speech was part of the 
process of papering over the differences 
between Moscow and Peiping on the role 
of Communism in the world. Their 
differences had been aired with acri- 
mony in a meeting of Communist bloc 
powers in Moscow last winter when the 
Chinese had argued that local wars could 
and should be pursued while the Russians 
insisted that a local war could lead to a 
general war and that therefore the gamble 
was too great to take. 

Here was precisely the question in Laos. 
It was not hard to imagine how the doc- 
trinal dispute on the perils of little wars 
growing into big wars had grown between 
the two Communist capitals, with the lead- 
ership of the ‘Communist bloc at stake. 

As for the President, he felt he could 
not leave on his brief Easter holiday with- 
out some word that a, peaceful settlement 
was possible. An assurance came, from 
New Delhi, by way of London, late Wednes- 
day afternoon. This was not so definite 
as would have been a direct response 
from Moscow, accepting the cease-fire- 
conference proposal, but the Chief Execu- 
tive agreed with those close to him that 
he needed a respite and he took off for 
Florida Thursday morning, after making 
arrangements to return to Washington on 
an hour’s notice, if necessary. The Soviet 
reply came today, 


THE PROBLEM of Laos is too often con- 
sidered apart from its background. In 1954, 
after seven years of fighting against the 
Communist-led rebels of Ho Chi-minh, the 
French armies were ‘about to be -over- 
whelmed and -a massacre of, whites in 
Hanoi and Saigon seemed likely. The Indo- 
china conference in the spring and early 
summer finally put an end to the war with 


the partition of Viet Nam into a northern 
half, under Ho Chi-minh, and a southern 
half under Western protection, with Ngo 
Diem as head of the government. 


CAMBODIA AND LAOS were created as 
supposedly independent and neutral states, 
The former, under Prince Norodom Sihan- 
ouk, has maintained a difficult neutrality, 
accepting various forms of aid from China, 
Russia, the United States and France. 


Laos has been less fortunate. Efforts to 
integrate the rebel Pathet Lao forces into 
the government army failed and increas- 
ingly, with support from North Viet Nam, 
that force has become a threat to the gov- 
ernment in Vientiane. The United States, 
under the policy of th: late John Foster 
Dulles, has been accused of trying to make 
Laos a pro-Western front in the cold war. 


Various members of the ruling elite— 
princes with names that sound strange to 
Western ears—are identified as neutral, 
pro-Western or Communist. They have suc- 
ceeced each other in bewildering procession 
in positions of authority. But late last 
year the leading neutralist, Prince Sou- 
vanna Phouma, was deposed: by a pro- 
Western faction and fled to Cambodia. It 
is now considered likely that Britain and 
perhaps also the United States will back 
him to replace Prince Boun Oum, the pro- 
Western premier, He has long had the 
support of Moscow. | 

Prince Souvanna’s overthrow and flight 
triggered a determined advance by the 
rebels who, with help from Communist 
North Viet Nam, have long held the north- 
ern provinces, It was this advance, threat- 
ening to overrun the whole country includ- 
ing the capital of Vientiane and the Mekong 
river valley with its border on Thailand, 
that precipitated the crisis. 


THE UNITED STATES has put at least 
$300,000,000 into Laos, a country of about 
2,000,000 people, in recent years. There has 
been little to show for it in the way of an 
effective military force or in any improve- 
ment in the conditions of life in the few 
centers of population. 


In a recent article, New York Times 
columnist Arthur Krock quoted a statement 
made by President Kennedy, when he was 
a Senator in 1954, at the height of the Indo- 
china crisis when the French forces were 
demonstrably failing to hold the country. 
Kennedy said: 


“Without the whole support of the peo- 
ple . . . without a reliable and crusading 
native army with a dependable officer 
corps, a military victory, even with 
American support, is difficult if not im- 
possible. . . .” 


Those words seem to apply to the current 
situation in Laos. All the time the United 
States has been pouring military assistance 
into Laos, the Communist-directed rebels 
dave enlarged the areas they control until, 
as an Associated Press report of yesterday 
made clear, it is only within the city limits 
that the government has authority after 
nightfall. 

Aid has gone also to South Viet Nam, 
but military divisions trained and sup- 
ported by the American military mission 
in Saigon have only limited effectiveness 
against the rebel guerrillas who move 
through the jungle by night and disappear 
in the day. 


A SETTLEMENT after a prolonged pe- 
riod of diplomatic haggling in a 14-nation 
conference can bring about a theoretically 
neutral Laos. But whether this will halt the 
infiltration of the guerrillas is another mat- 
ter. Whether such a neutral Laos can gain 
the support of a majority of the people 
at this late date and after so much con- 
flict is also a very large question. The 
stability of South Viet Nam is directly 
related to the chances for an independent 
Laos. But when all these doubts are can- 
vassed, this is nevertheless almost the 
only hope for averting a larger disaster.

New Help in Housing Bill 
To Fight Decay in Cities 


Long-Term, Lower-Interest Loans to Owners to 
Preserve and Improve Homes Are Intended to 
Complement Urban Renewal Program.

WASHINGTON, April 1. 
A NEW WEAPON in the long battle to restore and rebuild the na- 
tion’s cities was proposed by President Kennedy this week. If Congress 


approves, home owners will be enlisted to help the cities fight neighbor- 
hood blight and decay. 


In his multi-billion-dollar housing bill, ment loans of up to $3500, with an effective 


submitted to the Senate and House Wednes- 
day, Mr. Kennedy presented a ‘‘do it your- 
self’’ plan of long-term loans for neighbor- 
hood rehabilitation, to supplement the 
Federal Government’s present broad urban 
renewal program. 


Although the President requested $°.- 
500,000,000 in additional authority to make 
urban renewal grants and loans under the 
existing program, he and his advisers hope 
that the new individual loan plan will be- 
come a major approach to urban redevelop- 
ment, equal in importance to the federal 
subsidies. 


BOTH PROGRAMS, Mr. Kennedy said in 
transmitting the housing measure, “will 
provide the help necessary to reverse the 
steady deterioration of our cities’’ and en- 
able private enterprise to ‘‘meet the hous- 
ing needs of millions of Americans who 
today live under conditions this nation can 
no longer afford.” 

The President made it clear that he 
viewed his housing and urban renewal pro- 
posals as integral parts of his anti-recession 
drive. ‘‘They are, I feel, essential steps the 
Government should take to enable the hous- 
ing industry to return to full production as 
soon as possible,” he declared. 

Cities such as St. Louis, which have 
neighborhood redevelopment projects 
planned or underway, should be able to 
take quick advantage of the loan program 
if it is approved, Neal J. Hardy, the new 
commissioner of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration, told the Post-Dispatch. 

“The potential for the program, we be- 
lieve, is terrific,”’ he declared. 

The intent of the program, Hardy ex- 
plained in an interview, will be to preserve 
and enhance property values in older neigh- 
borhoods which have declined as the sub- 
urbs grew, leaving houses which, although 
drab or run down, are substantial and 
could be rehabilitated. 


The Administration is convinced that 
“we can never hope to make a substan- 
tial change in the character of the central 
cities solely through demolition and clear- 
ance,”’ the main emphasis in the urban 
renewal program heretofore, Hardy said. 
The Administration's view is that there 
simply is not and never will be enough

and around the cores of the country’s 
older cities and put up new structures. 


While there is no intention of cutting back 
on the clearance type of urban renewal, the 
Government's new housing chief, Robert C. 
Weaver, has said the new Kennedy pro- 
posals “‘would emphasize the improvement 
of our existing housing supply, instead of 
relying primarily on new housing construc- 
tion for better homes, as we have been 
doing.” 

UNDER the proposed new program, 
home owners and landlords could obtain 
FHA-insured loans of up to $10,000 to im- 
prove their property, at far more ad- 
vantageous terms than conventional FHA 
home-improvement loans. 

At present, FHA insures home improve- 


interest rate of 9.4 per cent or in some 
cases up to 9.7 per cent, and repayable in 
five years or Jess. The new type of loan 
would have a repayment period of up to 
25 years and a maximum interest rate of 
6 per cent. 


Home improvement loans under the exist- 
ing FHA program have been used for the 
most part by householders in the suburbs 
and in more prosperous city neighborhoods 
for additions or improvements—carports, 
garages, patios, extra rooms and the like. 


With the larger, longer-term loans 
available under the new plan, it is hoped 
that property owners in older neighbor- 
hoods will embark on more ambitious, 
basement-to-roof renovations—such things 
as exterior and interior painting, tuck- 
pointing, new or improved plumbing and 
heating systems, reflooring, new kitchens 
and s0 on. 


Another aim will be to use the new type 
of loan as an incentive, particularly to land- 
lords, to divide older, substantial houses 
into smaller apartment units for two or 
three families. At the same time, precau- 
tions will be taken to prevent use of the 
loans to create more high-density dwellings 
such as rooming houses. 


ELIGIBILITY for the loans would not be 
confined to areas designated for urban 
renewal. The Administration believes that 
householders in many older residential 
neighborhoods and even in some older 
suburban communities will be able to use 
the new type of loan to advantage in pre- 
serving and increasing the value of their 
property. 

However, to encourage private lenders 
to make FHA-insured residential loans in 
urban renewal areas, two incentives would 
be offered. The FHA commissioner would 
be authorized, at his discretion, to pay off 
defaulted loans on property in urban re- 
newal afeas in cash. The FHA normally 
pays off defaulted loans in debentures 
carrying low rates of interest, and these 
musf often be sold at less than face value 
if the lender wants his money in a hurry. 
The debenture*practice would be continued 
on defaulted loans in non-urban renewal 
areas. 


In addition, the special assistance pro- 
gram of the Federal National Mortgage 
Association would be authorized for the 
long-term home improvement loans in 
urban renewal neighborhoods. This would 
bring “Fannie May” into the program 
and give private lenders a secondary 
market, enabling them te reduce their 
portfolio of loans by selling them to 
FNMA. 


As a further incentive for the rehabilita- 
tion of old neighborhoods, the long-term 
loans could be secured in a variety of ways, 
including personal notes, co-signed notes, 
secondary liens, secondary mortgages, re- 
financed first mortgages, lengthened ‘‘open 
end” mortgages in states where this type

After listening several minutes to what 
the party worker called his refusal to ful 
fill his responsibilities as a citizen, he 
stopped the flow of admonition by explain 
ing that the Constitution deprived him and 
half a million other residents of the District 
of Columbia of the basic American right 
to vote in national elections. 

The woman, confessing ignorance of the 
constitutional ban, vehemently asserted that 
this was a grave, un-American injustice 
and that something should be done about 
it- at once. The business man said, not 
too hopefully, that Congress had approved 
a remedial constitutional amendment that 
required ratification 
the states. 


THE NECESSARY action was completed 
this week when Kansas, through its legis- 
lature, became the thirty-eighth state to 
vote for what will be known as the Twenty- 
third Amendment. This restoration of an 
ancient right is a minimum of what inhab- 
itants of the seat of government have been 
seeking since 1800 when Virginia and Mary- 
land ceded jurisdiction over an area 10 
miles square, divided by the Potomac river, 
to the Federal Government. As full citizens

more than $350,000.000 annually in 
federal taxes. The slogan has been that 
“taxation without representation is tyrann, 
~and un-American.” 


WASHINGTON IS GOVERNED at pres 
ent by three commissioners appointed by 
the President. One is always an Army 
engineer, usually a colonel or brigadier 
general. The civilian commissioners, sub 
ject to political patronage, receive $19.000 
annually. The engineer commissioner re 
ceives his Army compensation. All laws 
alfecting the District. comparable to state 
Statutes or city ordinances, are passed by 
Congress and approved by the President 

The Constitution does not explicitly bar 
District residents from voting but it does 
empower Congress “to exercise exclusive 
legislation in all cases whatsoever over 
such district (not exceeding 10 miles 
square) as may, by cession of particular 
States and the acceptance in Congress be- 


come the seat of Government of the United 
States.”’ 


When the Constitution was adopted, 
there was a question whether the seat 
of government would be permanently es-

The new amendment merely privileges 
District residents who qualify as voters 
to “appoint” three presidential electors 
“in such manner as the Congress may 
direct.”” Before Washingtonians may cast 
their ballots, Congress must adopt an 
enabling act, spelling out details for party 
primaries and the November elections. 


Residents hope this legislation will be 
model for the rest of the nation. Various 
bills, in preparation by the District gov- 
ernment and Democratic and Republican 
members of Congress, will be offered in 
a week or two. It is taken for granted 
here that Washingtonians will be permitted 
to vote in the 1964 national election. 

The amendment is a watered-down com- 
promise of proposals for giving Washing- 
tonians voting privileges equal or almost 
equal to those of: first-class citizens of the 
states. President Kennedy, in a statement, 
called it ‘‘a major step in the right direc- 
tion.” He added: 

“T am hopeful that the Congress, spurred 
by the adoption of the Twenty-third Amend- 
ment, will act favorably on legislative pro- 
posals to be recommended by the Adminis- 
tration providing the District of Columbia 
the right of home rule.” 


FOR 20 YEARS, Republican and Demo- 
cratic national platforms have supported 
District self-government. Republicans gen- 
erally have favored the territorial form, 
with a governor appointed by the President, 
a legislative assembly and a non-voting 
delegate in the House. 


Northern Democrats would go further, 
with an elected mayor, a city council, and 
a non-voting House delegate. Older resi- 
dents of Washington want a constitutional 
amendment for statehood, which would 
give the District two Senators and one q 
two Representatives. 

Some Marylanders, covetous of the Dis- 
trict’s tax revenues, want Washington 
ceded back to their state, just as the 
former Virginia part of the square, was 
returned to that state. 

Southern Democrats, defending the status 
quo, oppose all these measures. Of the old 
Confederacy, only Tennessee ratified the 
Twenty-third Amendment. . 


Advocates of home rule fear that the 
minimal amendment will delay for years 
success for any project that would make 
Washingtonians first-class citizens. The 
most likely prospect is for a non-voting 
delegate in the House, a privilege once 
enjoyed by the Philippine islands, Alaska 
and Hawaii and now by Puerto Rico 
through a resident commissioner, 


Sponsors of the amendment and other 
proposals for voting rights and self-govern- 
ment have emphasized that Washington had 
a population of 802,178 persons in the 1950 
census, greater than that of 12 states, and 
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along the Potomac river. Later at a din- 
ner party, Alexander Hamilton, Thomas 
Jefferson and two Virginia Representa- 
tives made a deal whereby the two Vir- 
gians agreed to reverse their votes 
against federal assumption of state war 
debis, a Hamilton project, and Hamilton 
agreed to support legislation to locate 
the federal city on the “easterly bank of 
the Potomac.” Both bills became law. 


After Maryland and Virginia ceded the 
land for the federal capital, the first gov- 
ernment consisted of a mayor, appointed 
by the President and a city council, elected 
by the residents. The total population of 
the District in 1800 was 8144 persons, of 
whom 2116, or 26 per cent, were Negroes. 
Later the residents were given the right 
to select their own mayor. In 1871 Con. 
gress abolished this city form of govern- 
ment and gave the District territorial status 
with a presidentially appointed governor, 
an elected legislative assembly and a non- 
voting delegate in the House. 


In 1874, Congress abolished the territorial 
government and took back its delegated 
powers over legislation. The three-man 
Board of Commissioners was created in 
1878. The legislation made no provision for 
voting on local affairs, 


THE. RIGHT to vote in national elections 
was lost when the Supreme Court, in an 
opinion by Chief Justice Marshall, held 
that the District was not a state. Since the 
Constitution mentioned only states in de- 
fining voting rights, residents of the Dis- 
trict have been disenfranchised ever since, 
so far as national elections are concerned, 


There have been arguments for a cen- 
tury and a half as to whether the omission 
of voting rights for residents of the seat 
of government was deliberate or accidental. 
Whatever the viewpoint, a constitutional 
amendment was needed to give the resi- 
dents a national vote or representation in 
Congress. 

The meager victory this week was the 
culmination of a serious effort begun by 
District newspapers and a small group of 
permanent Washingtonians as far back as 
1888, when the Washington Star demanded 
in an editorial that the constitutional over- 
sight be corrected by amendment. 


Approval of the amendment by greater 
than the required two-thirds majority in 
both congressional chambers was obtained 
by some of the most expert parliamentary 
maneuvering the Capitol has witnessed for 
decades. Ardent home-rulers who had pre- 
viously taken a defiant all-or-nothing atti- 
tude were silenced by the argument that 
the amendment would be a first step toward 
their goal. Southern opposition was quieted 
by the reasoning that (A) the amendment 
would delay the push for home rule and 
(B) that the three District electors would 
probably cast their ballots for Democratic 
presidential nominees. 


DISTRICT residents who oppose home 
rule—there are many among the white 
population—were eager for the right to 
vote on national elections. Many of these 
residents, experts in national politics and 
legislation, have social and other connec- 
tions with members of Congress, which 
they used in behalf of the amendment. 

The private arguments for the amendment 
aver the various home rule proposals cen- 
tered on the growing Negro population of 
Washington. Like the city of St. Louis, 
Washington has unalterable boundaries. 
The total population declined from 802,178 
in 1950 to 763,956 in 1960, but the Negro 
population increased from 284,031, or 35.4 
per cent in 1950, to 411,737, or 53.9 per 
cent, 10 years later. The public school 
enrollment of Negro students increased 
ffom 52 per cent of the total enrollment in 
1950 to 72 per cent this year. Washington 
was one of the first large non-Northera 
cities to desegregate its schools.

Education will terminate next Tues- 
day, could find more than enough 
material for criticism in actions ot 
the Board and ample opportunity 
from his long experience for con- 
structive advice.

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Will Growth Mean. Equity? 

Are St. Louis ‘and St. Louis county to get 
the representation in Congress and the Mis- 
souri Legislature to which they .are entitled 
by results of the 4960 census? Urban Mis- 
sourians are much better off in this respect 
than city dwellers in states such as those de- 
scribed in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion. 
3ut in the absence of any considerable clamor 
for urban rights it must be admitted that the 
odds favoring equity of representation are 
only fair 

The ivissourt Tiouse Is already lost under a 
rigid constitutional provision that virtually 
assures rural domination of the lower cham- 
ber. Every county in the state, no matter how 
sparsely populated, is entitled to at least one 
seat in the House. And while the rule grants 
greater voice to the larger counties, the grant 
is disproportionate to the greater population. 
As a conSequence a vote in 1962 for State Rep- 
resentative in Carter or Worth counties, say, 
will be worth 12 times as much as one cast 
in St. Louis or St. Louis county. The House 
is the instrument for rural control of the 
state. 

» « ”“ 

Not much can be done about Missouri's un- 
representative House until November 1962 
when the people must be asked whether they 
want to convene a convention to revise and 
amend the Constitution. Urban voters have 
the power to call such a cenvention into 
being, and when they get the chance we cer- 
tainly hope they make the best of it. 

The Missouri Senate in theory at least is 
far more equitably constituted than the 
House. The number of seats remains at 34 
regardless of the size of the state’s popula- 
tion. There is no requirement that each 
county have a senator. But the Senate Ap- 
portionment Commission that draws the dis- 
trict boundaries is permitted too much elbow 
room. It can vary the population of the dis- 
tricts by as much as 25 per cent above or 
below the average; 15 per cent would be 
plenty. 

The fairest reapportionment of the Senate 
this time would give St. Louis six seats, a loss 
of one, and St. Louis county six, a gain of 
three. Under such an arrangement popula- 
tion of the St. Louis. districts would fall about 
1% per cent beiow the state-wide average, 
and those in the county would run about 9 
per cent below the average. Together, city 
and county with about 34 per cent of the 
state’s population would have a reasonable 35 
per cent representation in the Senate.

Congressional redistricting in Missouri is 
the assignment of the whole Legislature, 
which means the rural voter swings much 
more weight in this vital area than he is 
entitled to. Whether the St. Louis metro- 
politan area gets a fair deal from the Legisla- 
ture will depend in no small measure on the 
determination of the city-county delegation. 
The great growth of the metropolitan area 
over the lest 19 yerrs clearly assures it of 
retaining the three Congressmen it has, even 
though the state as a whole will lose one. 

But fair treatment for the metropolitan 
area should mean four Congressmen, not 
three. The St. Louis standard metropolitan 
area as defined by the Census Bureau in- 
cludes St. Louis, St. Louis county, St. Charles 
and, Jefferson counties; its population totals 
3.64 times the ideal size of 431,981 persons. 
With the addition of contiguous Franklin 
county this ratio climbs to 3.74. Sufficient 
population to justify four districts can be ob- 
tained by including nearby Lincoln, Warren, 
Washington, St. Francois and Ste. Genevieve 
counties. 

A majority of Missourians live in the state’s 
urban areas. These are the places where 
growth has been explosive and where many 
of the most complex problems are. These are 


also the centers that generate most of the 


taxable wealth. The first step to assure that 
these substantial resources will be employed 
where the needs are gnost pressing is equi- 
teble representation in Jefferson City and 
Washington. 


Communist Conference 


The eight nations of the Soviet-led Warsaw 
Pact issued the standard communiaue at the 
close of their meeting in Moscow. They were 
for peaceful co-existence and complete dis- 
armament, but they felt the need to con- 
solidate their defense potential. They de- 
scribed West Germany as a “major hotbed of 
war danger,” which could be but is not neces- 
sarily significant. They gave bare mention to 
Laos. . 

The communique was relatively temperate 
Fin tone. leading to the impression that Premier 
Khrushchev is still suggesting co-existence to 
the Kennedy Administration. There were as- 
pects of it that indicated it contained elemenis 
of propaganda designed to set the scene for 
the October Congress of the Communist party. 

The statement that the conference was 
“carried out in an atmosphere of full, mutual 
understanding and unanimity” raises a ques- 
tion. Red China and Albania sent low-level 
delegations, which could be taken to mean 
there are policy disputes between them and 
the other members, or that they considered 
the conference routine. The communique sup- 
ports the latter interpretation. 


Absentee Candidate 


How can a man expect to make a successful 
race for the School Board without facing the 
voters or discussing issues? Easy! All *he 
needs is a feeling that the voters are sound 
asleep. Charles J. Dyer, one of three Board 
members discredited by a recent grand jury, 
has done it twice. Ignoring all invitations to 
speak, he spent his time quietly sewing up 
indorsements by the Democratic ward organ- 
izations. Mr. Dyer had such confidence in 
his “system” that he commenced his last vic- 
tory party even before the polls closed. 

John J. Nally is now trying to pull off the 
same stunt. He has skipped the meetings, 
ignored invitations to debate the issues. As a

got the indorsement of COPE, labor’s Com- 
mittee on Political Education.

The Minimal Minimum 


President Kennedy has agreed to a new 
compromise minimum wage bill in the Senate, 
in hope that approval there will compel the 
House to accept something better than the 
poor measure it passed after defeating the 
original Kennedy bill by one vote. The Ad- 
ministration has good reason to avoid making 
more compromises than are necessary, how- 
ever. The case for its first plan is a strong 
one. 

About 20,000,000 Americans in private in- 
dustry are not now covered by the present 
doliar-an-hour minimum wage guarantee. 
Those who: are covered have not received an 
improved guarantee since the dollar figure 
was reached in 1955. Since then average hour- 
ly: manufacturing earnings have risen to about 
$92 weekly, or by 19 per cent, and the price 
index by 11 per cent. 

Moreover, the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
states that a modest lfving standard for a 
worker’s family, two years ago, required $5000 
in annual income. The present minimum wage 
offers less than half that. In short, the law 
does not protect enough people, and the pro- 
tection it does give ignores the results of in- 
flation. 

With these facts the Kennedy Administra- 
tion built its case for expanding coverage to 
4,300,000 more persons, mostly in large retail 
establishments, and for raising the minimum 
wage in three one-year steps to $1.15, $1.20 
and finally $1.25 an hour. But the Republi- 
cans and Southern Democrats swept the Ad- 
ministration structure aside and offered, in- 
stead, a low $1.15 ceiling covering only 1,400,- 
000 more persons. 

The Senate is expected to do better than 
that. To help it, the Administration has modi- 
fied its bill, jumping the wage to $1.25 in two 
one-year steps, and holding extended coverage 
to 4,000,000. That figure represents only a 
{fifth of those not covered. The wage figure 
represents less than half the BLS estimate for 
a modest living. This is about the least Con- 
gress should be expected to do, and we hope 
the Administration can stick close to its guns, 


Over the Top 


Ratification of the Twenty-third Amend- 
ment gives citizens of the District of Colum- 
bia the right to cast their ballots for Presi- 
dent and Vice President, ending 161 voteless 
years in national elections. The wonder is 
that it took so long to correct this inequity. 
Prompt ratification by the necessary 38 states 
indicetes there is little feeling that it is some- 
how wrong for residents of the capital to 
enioy the franchise. 

The victory: is a limited one in the sense 
that it does not give the District representa- 
tion in Congress nor provide for local seli- 
government. Demands for these improve- 
ments will be made eventually, but supporters 
of the amendment concede the time is not 
ripe now. Some believe it will not be possible 
to resume the drive for home rule for years. 
But approval of the amendment is a large for- 
ward step, and Congress, the states, and the 
organizations that have worked for the fran- 
chise should be commended. 


The Fantastic John Birchers 


The most startling disclosure in the con- 
gressional furore over the John Birch Society 
is Representative Hiestand’s admission that he 
is a member of it. The California Republican 
is “quite sure’ that other members of Con- 
gress belong to the organization. 

As reported by the Los Angeles Times and 
other publications, the John Birch Society is 
an extreme right-wing group which looks for 
Communists everywhere, including the White 
House. It is semi-secret, and attempts to copy 
Communist tactics by “boring from within” 
other organizations, including schools and 
P.-T.A.s. It could be dismissed as just another 
crackpot group, except for the appeal it has 
had for a number of business men and at 
least one member of Congress. 

Conservative newspapers have led in ex- 
posure of this group, and conservative Sena- 
tors are leading in demands for an investiga- 
tion of it. Extremists obviously can embarrass 
conservatives as well as liberals. But Senator 
Eastland’s Internal Security Committee recent- 
ly described, the John Birch Society as a 
“patriotic organization,’ and Representative 
Walter’s Un-American Activities Committee 
has shown little disposition to investigate the 
right as well as the left, though it may. be 
obliged to change its mind and direction. 

Perhaps it no longer makes much difference 
whether there is a congressional investigation 
or not. The public has already learned about 
the John Birch Society through the press. 
What it has learned is sufficient warning that 
patriotism cannot be constructed on anti-Com- 
munism alone. 


Greatest Need in Space 

Any kind of international agreement on 
space exploration would further the cause of 
world peace. But thus far Soviet Russia has 


‘ignored or rejected overtures made by Presi- 


dent Eisenhower and President Kennedy. It 
is to be hoped the invitation extended last 
week at Geneva by both Britain and the United 
States will receive the attention it merits. 


The move for a joint satellite patrol would 
at least be a beginning on what must sooner 
or later be faced. It is becoming more and 
more apparent that the present nationalistic 
exploration of space has many ®anecessary 
perils. Satellites and their boosters could be 
mistaken for attacking missiles. Radio signals 
from some vehicles have overlapped and, as 
more satellites are launched, the chatter could 
become widely confusing. Almost any' day 
it will be possible to launch a 24-hour satellite, 
which would orbit at the same rate as the 
earth revolves and so remain stationary over 
one spot in “Big-Brother-is-watching” man- 
ner. What if one broadcasts radio and tele- 
vision programs into another nation’s re- 
ceivers? And accidental collisions ‘of satellites 
could be viewed as hostile acts. 

There are almost 30 space vehicles in orbit 
now and half of them are still transmitting. 
Yet it was only Oct. 4, 1957, that Sputnik | 
astounded the world. It is high time for some 
principle of international space control to 
supersede what is no more than the law of 
the cosmic jungle.

Oligarchy by the Ballot 


Serious: Discrimination in Voting Rights Caused by States’ Refusal to Redistrict 


An Editorial in 
The Washington Post 


The cause of restoring democracy to 
the state legislatures has been given a 
powerful boost by Solicitor General 
Archibald Cox. His brief on the sub- 
ject was directed to the Supreme Court 
in connection with the Tennessee re- 
apportionment case. But it also ap- 
peals to the national conscience. The 
Department of Justice has expended a 
great deal of effort to show just how 
shocking the debasement of urban 
voters in many states has become.

urban areas is 
75 times as much representation as 
the least favored ones. In New Hamp- 
shire the ratio of discrimination is 
136 to 1 and in Vermont an unbeliev- 
able 676 to 1. This is not democracy; 
it is a most flagrant form of oligarchy. 

With no effective remedy being ap- 
plied, moreover, the situation becomes 
Steadily worse. The small rural 
counties, being in control of the legis- 
lature because of their over - repre- 
seniation, have a vested interest in 
preventing any redistribution of legis- 
lative seats regardless of shifts in pop- 
ulation. Likewise they abuse their 
power by discriminating against urban 
areas in levying taxes and distributing

Two significant facts have emerged,

One is passage of the 
Civil Rights Acts of .1957 and 1960 ex- 
tending fuller federal protection to the 
right to vote and specifically giving 
the federal courts jurisdiction over 
actions ‘‘to secure equitable . . . relief 
under any act of Congress providing 
for the protection of civil rights, in- 
cluding the right to vote.’’ Does not 
the right to vote include the right to 
cast votes that are meaningful? 

The other significant fact is the re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court 
in the Tuskegee case to the effect that 
Alabama could: not fix political bound- 
aries in such a. way as to deprive a 
citizen of his right'to vote because of 
his race. Is there any basic difference 
between fixing a line to deny Negroes 
municipal voting rights and retaining 
obsolete district lines so as to reduce 
the votes of all citizens in some areas 
to one half, one fifth or one tenth of 
their value in terms of making public 
policy? ‘ 

Surely there must be some point at 
which the denial of equal representa- 
tion becomes an encroachment upon 
rights and therefore is subject to cor- 
rection in the courts. If not, the 
eclipse of democratic principles : in 
these areas will itself bring devastat- 
ing repercussions upon states’ rights.

Secretary of Defense Robert S. McNamara has demanded answers 
with various close deadlines have the Pentagon staffs working 
nights to a degree not known since the Korean war. 


Some of the answers have al- 
ready been made public in the 
President's messagé on the de- 
fense budget. These come under 
the headings of ‘‘strengthening 
and protecting our strategic de- 
terrent and defense, strengthen- 
ing our ability to deter or con- 
fine limited war,”’ and “savings 
made possible by progress.” 

Among the decisions were the 
acceleration of Polaris, Minute- 
man and Skybolt missile pro- 
grams, provision for increased 
ground alert by bombers and 
the provisions of additional funds 
for important existing satellite 
programs. 

Hard questions difficult 
decisions had to be made in the 
answers that resulted in the can- 
cellation of two Titan squadrons 
in favor of more Minuteman 
missiles, the accelerated phase- 
out of the B-47 medium bomber, 
the elimination of the Snark mis- 
sile, the cutback of the B-70 pro- 
gram to four prototypes and the 
cancellation of the nuclear-pow- 
ered aircraft program. 


ANOTHER ANSWER to one of 
McNamara's questions was the 
directive issued March 6, placing 
almost full responsibility on the 
Air Force for military space ac- 
tivities. This had been the intent 
of a directive issued in Septem- 
ber 1959 by former Secretary of 
Defense Neil H. McElroy, but 
his intent was being eroded by 
the Army and Navy efforts to 
develop their own often-compet- 
ing space programs. 

The controls prescribed by 
McElroy were inadequate. Now 
McNamara has tight control; no 
new space program can be 
funded unless it has been ap- 
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-

proved by the Director of De-| 


fense Research and Engineering 
and by either McNamara or his 


Under Secretary, Roswell L. Gil- 


patric. 

The manner in which all serv- 
ices were letting their imagina- 
tions soar over space programs 
that were far beyond the state 
of the booster art, and many of 
which never could have suc- 
ceeded under any circumstances, 
fully justified the tighter con- 
trol prescribed in this answer 
to one of McNamara’s ques- 
tions. The savings that will be 
effected from this question and 
answer will amount to hundreds 
of millions of dollars. 


ANOTHER ANSWER, only the 
beginning of the answers to this 
question, resulted in the closing, 
announced March 30, of 52 ex- 
cess defense installations in the 
United States and 21 overseas. 
Other announcements of this na- 
ture will follow as the investiga- 
tion of the need for all of the 
6700 defense installations pro- 
ceeds. 

The monetary savings from 
the actions announced thus far 
are expected to amount to $220,- 
000,000 annually. Even more im- 
portant, 21,000 military person- 
nel will be released from these 
operations and will be made 
available for other duties. This 
was the reason that it was pos- 
sible for the President to ask 
for an increase in military per- 
sonnel of only 13,000 men. 

McNamara hopes by further 
actions of this nature, and 
through combination of functions 
now performed in duplicate by 
the three services, to make it 
unnecessary to call for an in- 
crease in personnel strength of 
the armed services. He is confi- 
dent, he remarked, that the 


The Air Force will also be re- 
sponsible for conduct of aerial 
mapping and geodetic systems 
requiring the service of manned 

Lhigh-performance aircraft. But 
these operations will be conduct- 
ed in accordance with a sched- 
ule provided by the Army, which 
will process the raw data and 
photographs. 


This directive will centralize 
under the Army all the process- 
ing and computation of raw data 
and photographs into maps. 
Some of the equipment used is 
extremely expensive. The direc- 
tive will prevent the duplication 
of such facilities and the man- 
power that would be used if each 
service were to proceed to do 
the whole task by itself. 


THESE DECISIONS are ar- 
rived at in different ways. The 
directive giving the Air Force 
control of most military space 
operations was worked out out- 
side the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
The draft directive was sup- 
plied to the chairman and the 
three service Secretaries for 
con.ment within six days. 


The Navy objected violently to 
the directive, since it had start- 
ed a large space program. The 
Navy program duplicated other 
Air Force, Army and National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration programs to some de- 
gree. And there was complaint 
that the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and the service 
secretaries did not have enough 
time for study. 

The answer to this complaint 
given by many observers in the 
Pentagon is that, if the many 
problems requiring solution in 
which there are service differ- 
ences were given'to the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, they never would 
be solved.

The Kansas 
vote Wednesday completed the 
operation in 286 days, two days 
faster than repeal of the prohi- 
bition amendment. The record 
is held by the Twelfth Amend- 
ment, setting up presidential 
election procedures, which was 
ratified by the required number 
of states in 204 days. 

The speecy adoption of the

their favorable action. 


The latest census shows that 
Washington has about 509,000 
residents over 21 years old—the 
prospective voting age. It is es- 
timated that between 50,000 to 
100,000 have cast absentee bal- 
lots in national and local elec- 
tions in states of their permanent 
residence. Many of these are 
expected to continue this prac- 
tice partly because of the poli- 
tical nature of their jobs and 
partly because of old hometown 
ties. The number actually vot- 
ing in the district in 1964 is es- 
timated at 200,000 to 250,000. 

The amendment will relieve 
the embarrassment of the _per- 
manent residents of Washington 
who have tried to explain to 
foreign visitors why they have 
had no vote in national or local 
elections. Washington has been 
one of the few national capitals 
in which the residents were com- 


pletely disenfranchised. They 


can boast that after more than 
a century and a half they have 
the same rights in presidential 
elections as the citizens of the 
least populous states with three 
electoral votes—now Alaska, 
Delaware, Hawaii, Nevada, Ver- 
mont and Wyoming.

By Thursday there was 
general agreement that the flow 
of capital to the under-developed 
areas should be increased on a 
long-range basis. 

In the United Nations, the chief

MEANWHILE, free Africa was 
becoming freer. By the end of 
this month Sierre Leone—a Brit- 
ish colony founded by former 
West Indian slaves—is to be- 
come independent. This week it 
was announced that another 
British territory, Tanganyika, 
will be independent Dec. 28. This 
will bring the number of inde- 
pendent African states—not in- 
cluding the white-dominated Un- 
ion of South Africa—to 27. 

In the Union of South Africa, 
a court found 28 persons not 
guilty of high treason this week, 
In 1956 wholesale arrests of both 
white and black South Africans 
were undertaken by the ‘white 
supremacy” government in an 
attempt to suppress efforts: to 
gain a political voice for the 
black majority of the people.

Spring Books

UNPREDICTABLE SPRING, 
with sleet or rain one day and cheery 
sunshine the next, is constant in one re- 
spect. It always brings a flood of chil- 
dren’s books to be enjoyed now or ear- 
marked for vacation reading. 

Easter, of course, is the subject of sev- 
eral of the books. Young children, those 
from 5 to 8, will not want to miss ‘‘The 
' First Easter Rabbit’ (Washburn, $2.95), 
by Hertha Pauli, a charming imaginative 
tale of why the Easter Rabbit offers his 
basket of eggs on Easter morning. It 
seems that many vears ago, Brother 
Francis of Assisi visited a sunny island 
in an Italian lake, where only small ani- 
mals lived, to commune with God and 
mature during the days before Easter. 

Brother Twitching-lip, a small rabbit, 
expressed the love of all the animals for 
the gentle Brother Francis. He spoke for 
the lark, the little mouse, the caterpillar, 
and the not-so-little wolf, a late arrival. 
Nora S. Unwin's expressive line drawings 
and her paintings in yellow, blue, and 
green, add charm and understanding. 

Also associated with Easter is ‘‘The 
Littlest Rabbit’’ (Harper, $1.95) by Rob- 
ert Kraus, whose fresh, clear pictures 
effectively illustrate his concise, sympa- 
thetic story. The annoyance of Littlest 
Rabbit is that he is smaller than every- 
thing he sees: smaller than the carrot he 
nibbles, than the robin and the cabbage, 
than the other rabbits in the neighbor- 
hood, who punch and tease him, and. of 
course, smaller than his parents. His 
prayers, that he will grow bigger, or at 
least that the other rabbits will shrink, 
are finally answered. Now he knows how 
to stop a large rabbit from teasing a lit- 
tle one, and he never forgets what it is 
to. be the Littlest Rabbit. 
AN EXQUISITE picture book for the 
same age group is Leo Lionni’s ‘Inch by 
Inch” (Obolensky, $3.50). Appropriately, 
the hero is an inch worm. The persuasive 
insect, ‘“‘green as an emerald’ convinces 
the hungry robin that an inch worm can 
be useful, for, as he says, ‘I measure 
things."” And he displays his ability by 
measuring the tail of the robin (five 
inches!), the flamingo’s neck, the tou- 
can’s beak, the legs of the heron, the 
tail of the pheasant, and the whole of the 
mockingbird. 

When the mockingbird says ‘‘measure 
my song or I'll eat you for breakfast’’ the 
canny inchworm has ancther idea—a good 
one.

A RIG MAN, A FAST MAN, by Benjamin

THE MOST INTERESTING thing 
about Benjamin Appel'’s new book, “A 
Big Man, A Fast Man,” is the form in 
which it is cast. Billy Lloyd, a union 
magnate, having just been cleared of the 
murder of a high union official who was 
about to co-operate with a congressional 
_ investigating committee, sets out to re- 
‘build his public image by hiring a public 
relations firm to write his biography. 
‘The book is made up of Billy's taping 
sessions, where he is urged to reminisce 
at will, assured that compromising mate- 
rial will eventually be cut, and the con- 
fidential memos of the man handling 
the job.

Like 
many British ladies of her class and 
vintage, her political and social orienta- 
tion is old fashioned. The famous British 
‘‘froideur’’ and ‘‘pudeur’’ have given way 
to an updated geniality on other fronts. 

But Miss Mitford’s novel is not likely 
to be read for its social or political sig- 
nificance. She is a comic artist and in 
‘Don’t Tell Alfred’’ she pokes fun at 
many modern phenomena including Brit- 
ish journalism, the current fads of ado- 
lescents, the American craving to be 
loved and the fanciful goings-on in the 
French Chamber of Deputies.

Here, as in all the books he 
illustrates, Don Freemen’s realistic draw- 
ings are exactly right, conveying the feel- 
ing of the text. 

“Trappers and Mountain Men’’ (Amer- 
ican Heritage Publishing Co., Inc., $3.50), 
by editors of American Heritage, is 
crammed with accounts of the men who, 
for wealth or adventure or both, struck 
out alone into the unknown. 

In the exquisite format of the seven 
earlier Junior Library books, it begins 
with the quest for fur, which is part of 
America’s earliest history. Included are 
the explorations and heroic adventures of 
such men as Kit Carson, Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie, Captain George Vancouver. 
Meriwether Lewis and William Clark. 
Early St. Louis, one of the principal trad- 
ing posts, looms prominently. Cruel as 
some of it is, it is all part of history, 
well told in fine narrative style and lav- 
ishly illustrated with authentic pictures.

. the 1850’s is the theme of May A. Heath's 

*‘lowa Hannah’’ (Hastings House, $2.75).

Junior Highs should 
enjoy it. 
RUSSELL FREEDMAN’S “Teen- 
agers Who Made History” (Holiday House, 
$3.50) contains inspiring thumbnail 
sketches to appeal to almost any taste. 
There is Louis Braille who was only 15 
when he invented the system by which 
blind people like himself might read and 
write. Wernher von Braun successfully 
launched rockets he had developed while 
attending the Technical University of Ber- 
lin; Babe Didrikson Zaharias at an early 
age broke one athletic record after an- 
other, Other persons included are Arturo 
Toscaniniy Edna St. Vincent Millay, Gil- 
bert de Lafayette, Galileo Galilei and 
Samuel Colt. 

In ‘‘Jesus of Israel’’ (Dutton, $3), Mar- 
chette Chute makes the world in which 
Jesus lived seem intensely real.* With 
great reverence and using documentary 
evidence, she presents the people, espe- 
cially the Jews and the Romans, of the 
First Century. For adults and teen-agers, 
“Jesus of Israel’’ is based .on contem- 
porary evidence, as was Miss Chute’s 
“Shakespeare of London.” 

Children and adults who want to know 
more about Easter and the entire Easter 
season will find Christine Hole’s ‘Easter 
and Its Custofns’’ (Barrows, $2.25) en- 
joyable and informative.

‘‘THERE ARE NO ISLANDS ANY MORE,’® sang 
the poet, during the war which demonstrated that there are no 
more places where man can hide and escape the responsibilities 
of the world — where he can isolate himself in peace and 
safety. 

But here are three books, about life on three widely distant 
islands: the first, a study of people and animal life; the second, 
mostly a study of the strange wildlife on an always mysterious 
island: the third, a highly scientific treatise on folk practices, 
ancient and modern, on a fascinating island of the South Seas. 
All are absorbing reading, each for a different reason. 

“Ring of Bright Water’’ has been hailed as a literary gem— 

and it is—and as a possible runner-up to the bestseller, ‘‘Born 
Free.” The two young otters that inhabited the house and the 
life of this hermit-writer on an island off the northwest coast of 
Scotland, may well become as enchanting companions to the 
reader as was the lioness, Elsa. The photographs and the draw- 
ings are quite as fine as the prose of this careful and sensitive 
observer. It is truly a rare book, 
THE SUBJECT of the second book, Galapagos, that island 
of challenge and mystery ever since Darwin’s time, drew the 
young Viennese naturalist several times from his less daring 
research activities, as it has drawn so many persons who could 
not resist the call of the unknown. His account, too, of living 
with iguanas, giant tortoises, sea lions and strange sea birds 
is a careful and detailed report, and the prose, in translation, 
reveals an artist in expression. 

The author is fearful of too much human visitation and destruc- 
tion on this ‘economically worthless’ Pacific Island. His plea at 
the end of the book is convincing: ‘‘Slowly but surely we men 
are covering our planet with asphalt and concrete and we can 
see how, in a few decades, natural beauty which has lasted 
for millions of years, has been destroyed forever. . . . Let us 
then do our best to see that at least the Galapagos Islands, that 
are so rich in natural marvels, are kept undisturbed... .”’ 


**RA’IVAVAE’”?® is a highly scientific anthropological study 
of a small island.on the other side of the world from northern 
Scotland. One of the Polynesian group, whence came so many 
of man’s earliest ancestors, it is south of Tahiti, west of Pit- 
cairn and Easter islands, and not far, in those sea distances, 
from Raratonga. Mr. Marshall had known about the strange 
religio-erotic practices of ancient times among the inhabitants 
of the island, and headed an expedition sponsored by the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History and the Peabody Museum of 
Salem, to determine whether the long dispute among anthropolo- 


gists regarding ancient orgiastic pagan rites could be solved. 
His account justifies the description of the island as one of 
“the most fascinating and mysterious in Polynesia.”

Those sentences have a dis- 
turbingly incomplete sound. On 
the other hand, there is again 
a little too much in this one, 
uttered by a writer being inter- 
viewed on the radio: 

“The chief contrast between 
the crises faced by the two 
Administrations was the fact 
that the one in 1932 was 
visible.”’ 


THOSE WHO WOULD 
like a recommendation might 
consider the following: 

After verbs that can take a 
‘that’? clause as an object— 
such as those for which state, 
think and show can be substi- 
tuted (He repeated, or believed, 
or demonstrated, the fact that 
two and two make four) omit 
“the fact.’’

WHEN ANTIPATER of 
Sidon, in the second century 
B.C., compiled the first known 
list of the Seven Wonders of 
the World, he not only pro- 
vided a guide for the sight- 
seers of the Alexandrian era, 
but also gave posterity a use- 
ful figure of speech; for we 
have grown used to calling 
whatever new engineering 
marvel strikes our fancy the 
eighth wonder. And the repute 
of the wonders of antiquity has 
lasted long after most of them 
have been ground to dust. 

However, it is a sign of our 
age that M. Poirier, marking 
our cleavage with the past, 
gives us a new list, this time 
of 15 great engineering tri- 
umphs. But it is equally sig- 
nificant that the new list con- 
tains at least one item from 
the old—The Pyramids. 

M. Poirier takes all of re- 
corded history for his prov- 
ince, starting with the Tower 
of Babel and ending with the 
Oak Ridge Atomic Power 


Project. Engineering marvels 
as far removed in time and 
space as the Great Wall of 
China, the Transatlantic Cable, 
and the Volga and Tennessee 
Hydro-Electric Dams _ find 
places on this new list. 


Despite an occasional awk- 
ward patch of translation from 
the original French, this book 
will beguile many an armchair 
traveler. But the list needs 
expanding — Cape Canaveral 
and the world’s other points 
of embarkation for outer space 
are not mentioned.

THE KENNEDY ADMINISTRATION’S proposals 
for the medical care of the elderly give a special timeliness 
and interest to this carefully prepared study of the operation 
of the British National Health Service at the end of its first dec- 
ade. The author, who is Professor Emeritus of Economics at the 
University of Pennsylvania, made a seven months ‘‘on the spot”’ 
survey in Britain. One of his research methods was to drop in 
unannounced at dactors’ offices, sit with patients until all had 
been seen, observing waiting time as he did so (which he says 
is not excessive), then present himself and his questions to the 
physician, Altogether he interviewed some 400 doctors and 
left questionnaires with 1500 NHS patients. : 

His findings cannot help but be of interest to Americans as 
they ponder the whole question of medical care. Here are 
some of them: The NHS is open to all who wish to join; doctors 
and patients alike can join or not join as they please; but 97 
per cent of both have joined and private patients today are 
only found among busy VIPs and old time elderly patients who 
dislike changing their habits. 

A patient is free to change his destheontad a doctor to get 

rid of an objectionable patient, but few patients actually change 
doctors because: of dissatisfaction. Overwhelmingly the British 
public is satisfied with the service it is getting under the NHS, 
and equally overwhelmingly the doctors are agreed that the 
medical needs of the country are being better met than before 
NHS. One reason is that a better distribution of general practi- 
tioners exists today... No longer as before are there places with 
one GP to every 1200 persons, and others with only one to 
every 4000. Everyone in the country—including childrén, house- 
wives, elderly persons—now has a personal physician; it is no 
longer a matter of being able to afford one. 
AS REGARDS THE DOCTORS, they are satisfied 
because the conditions imposed upon them as terms of service 
are reasonable and no different from those usual in any GP’s 
practice. They are not overwhelmed by work. Sixty-eight per 
cent of them have gone into partnerships, which enable: them 
to rotate vacations, have nights-off and weekends. In exchange 
for the inevitable increase of paper work they are relieved com- 
pletely of the irksome task of billing patients. The GPs’ average 
net income is 2425 pounds, roughly equivalent to $9000 in the 
United States. Consultants’ salaries have a base of $9500 but 
their total incomes range up to as much as $15,000, even $20,000. 
There, is still, however, a widespread feeling among doctors 
generally that they are not being paid enough. 

Admittedly, part of their time is taken up with patients who 
are in no need of treatment, but at the same time they are 
having better chances to catch trouble early, as people have 
nothing to gain by delaying seeing their physician. 

The author sums up the medical profession’s view: ‘The 
doctors of Britain are not unmindful of the importance to them- 
selves and their families of a high standard of living. But, 
unless this observer is badly mistaken, the thing they like best 
about the NHS is the opportunity it gives them to provide more 
fully than ever before the medical care needed by the people 
of Britain. The doctots are happy that they can now prescribe 
the best medicines (regardless of their cost) for even the poorest 
patient, knowing that a lack of funds will not prevent the pre- 
scription from being filled. This was not always the case under 
the private enterprise medical system of a dozen years ago.” 
AS FOR THE COST of the service, this has* admittedly 
been greater than expected. It is now around 2000 million 
dollars. But it is still only about 4 per cent of the gross 
national product and while costs reckoned in pounds sterling 
have skyrocketed, the percentage of the GNP has remained 
stable, even tending downward. 

The author disclaims any intention of making an 
favorable report. There are defects in the service 
still to be ironed out, but the whole tenor of his 
able, as indicated above.

He said that a survey 
of 1960 values, ranging from eighteenth 
century Sevres porcelain to cold-rolled 
Steel, has shown that ‘shrewd buyers of 
objects of art and rare editions of books 
fared much better than collectors of 
printed paper in the form of stock.’”’ 

This may be the first time in history

Year reports that three leading art auc- 
tion houses all had record seasons last 
vear—Parke-Bernet in New York with 
$9,240,982 in sales, and, in London, Chris- 
tie’'s with $9,800,000 and Sotheby's with 
the staggering total of $19,254,088 of 
which more than $9,000,000 was in paint- 
ings 

At Sotheby's, the Cezanne ‘“‘Peasant in 
Blue Blouse’ was sold for $406,000, and 
Gauguin’s “I Await the Letter’ brought 
$364,000, How far off a time # seems 
when the Gauguin “Still Life With Apples’’ 
set a fabulously high auction record for 
modern paintings by bringing $297,000!

The Print Council advised: Don't buy 
art from street-corner salesmen or in 
obscure shops; look for the print number 
on the lower left margin of the print 
itself, not on the matting; look for the 
penciled signature of the artist on the 
lower right margin of the print, and be 
suspicious of those with signature within 
the picture; don’t pay a premium for 
prints with low serial numbers. 

Another indication of something or other 
is the readiness of a.Los Angeles firm 
to handle orders for original oil paintings 
by the thousand. This company caters 
to hotels and other mass consumers of 
*‘art,”” and buys from painters in several 
countries. 

“Most of these artists are very fast 
workers,”’ said the head of the firm. 
*‘Some can turn out several paintings an 
hour.”” -They are paid an average of $5 
a painting. Then he said, ‘‘My frame- 
makers are not woodworkers. Fach is 
an artist in his own right.’’ This leaves 
the strong impression that the frame is 
more respected than the painting which, 
under the circumstances, probably is as 
it should be. 
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The Origins of Easter Music 


Beauty of Traditional Rituals Lives Today as in Archaic Times

SOMEDAY a great writer will appear 
who will describe the music, rituals and 
pageantry of Easter and the Holy Week 
with all due honor and adoration for their 
never dying truth and beauty which is 
as much alive today as it was in Medi- 
eval times. A few writers, such as Huys- 
mans and Hugh Benson, have given scat- 
tered chapters and fragments of such a 
work, but it remains for someone to 
write the great work.

the Hebrew modés. This later class was 
preserved in the Service Books of the 
Eastern Church. The later type was also 
developed in the eighth and ninth cen- 
turies into elaborate canons. The Old 
Testament songs and other rhythmic pas: 
sages came into the Christian worship 
through Greek forms. The Alleluia and 
the Hosanna were obviously of Hebrew 
origin. : 

The importance of the Church in the 
daily life of the Romans was great; so 
the music of the Church may have met 
the general demands tor music. The cul- 
ture of the first 10 centuries after Christ 
ways not a national culture, but a Church 

* caliure. 

Biblical psalms were first taken as 
texts. Later on the hymns inspired com- 
position. 

A few of the fourth and fifth century 
bymns have come down through the ages 


in altered form, such as the “‘Savior of the 
Heathen Known.” The text of the ninth 
century Pentecostal hymn, ‘Veni Creator 
Spiritus’ has been used by Mahler in his 
Eighth Symphony. 

Ambrosius, Bishop of Milan, 390 A.D., 
and Pope Gregory the Great, who lived 
about 200 years later, are the composers 
whose names are of the greatest signifi- 
cance. 

Ambrosius introduced congregational 
singing while Gregory opposed this form 
of music. The Gregorian Plainsong is an 
achievement of the first rank, not only in 
music, but in general culture. It is the 
great contribution of the first 10 cen- 
turies of Christendom. The Plainsong was 
changed with its transplantation into dif- 
ferent countries, as in England, France 
and Germany. Early Gregorian texts 
were not replaced, but new melodies 
were given, making the music more elab- 
orate. 

AMONG THE HYMNS given as 
Lenten hymns we find, ‘Lord Jesus, 
Think on Me.”’ The words were written 
by Bishop Synesius, who lived in the 
fifth century. Bishop Venatius Fortu- 
nasus, 530-609 A.D., wrote the words: 

‘Tell how Christ, the world’s redeemer, 

As a victim won the day... 

Faithful Cross, thou sign of triumph, 

Now for many the noblest tree.’’ 

Bishop Venatius left us the words, 
“Sing My Tongue, the Glorious Battle.’’ 
This hymn was to celebrate the occasion 
when Queen Radegund secured a piece of 
the True Cross, and deposited it in the 
Convent of Poitiers, which she had 
founded. The Plainsong is the music for 
Venatius’s hymns. 

“The Day of Resurrection” by St. John 
of Damascus, about 760 A.D., is the first 
ode of his ‘‘Golden Canon” for Easter 
Day. It was sung at midnight to announce 
Easter Day. The Archbishop, elevating 
the Cross, would cry out, “Christos 
anesti,’’ “Christ is risen.’’ The audience 
would take up the cry, and this would 
dispel the mournful silence which had 
been maintained. 

“All Glory, Laud, and Honour,” was 
written by St. Theodulph of Orleans. 
When he was Bishop he was thrown into 
prison at Angers. It has been written that 
King Louis the Pious heard the Bishop 
singing this song as the King passed by 
the open window of the cell. The King 
was so delighted with the song he set 
the prisoner free, and ordered the song 
to be sung on Palm Sunday. 

IN THE Middle Ages came a grow- 
ing tendency to concentrate on the suf- 
ferings of the Mother, rather than on. the 
Son. 
‘In the place of sorrow, waiting, 
Stood his foes, deriding, hating, 
While the women watched him die.”’ 
The author of these lines is not known. 


The music for this hymn is a classical ex- 
ample of Medieval style. The earliest 
date for the music goes hack to Gregory 
the Great. However, more recent authors 
give it,to the thirteenth century. 

Another thirteenth century hymn. is, 
‘‘O Sacred Head, Sore' Wounded,”’ by Ar- 
niff von Loewen. By the thirteenth cen- 
tury Easter was established throughout 
the Latin part of the Church, and there 
began to be many crucifix hymns, as this 
one: 


“QO, Sacred head, sorely 
Defiled and put to shame, 


wounded, 


That I may fight befriended, 
And see in my last strife, 
To me Thine arms extended, 
Upon the Cross of Life.” 


*“Alleluya, Alleluya, Alleluya, Ye Sons 
and Daughters of the King’ is a six- 
teenth or seventeenth century hymn which 
has come down through the years, and 
although it has been altered at different 
times, it still has kept the message of 
Christ's sufferings, and our debt to Him, 
for ‘‘Today the grave has lost its sting.” 


In the early eighteenth century came 
the ‘‘Easter Hymn” par excellence, 


‘‘Jesus Christ is risen today, Alleluya, 
Our triumphant Holy Day, Alleluya, 
Who did once upon the cross, Alleluya, 
Suffer to redeem our loss. Alleluya.”’ 


‘Were You There,” a Negro spiritual, 
tells dramatically of the tragedy of Cal- 
vary, and of Christ's triumph. The un- 
known author sees beyond the grave the 
triumph of the Son of God over the cross, 
over death, and over the grave. 


IN 1739, Charles Wesley wrote a great 
Easter hymn, “‘Christ the Lord Is Risen 
Today.” The first verse rejoices in a 
risen Christ; the second verse in a living 
King; the third verse rejoices that the 
redeeming and everlasting love of God 
has in Christ's resurrection accomplished 
its work; and the last verse stresses the 
joy and fellowship of Christians who 
exalt Christ above all else in their daily 
life. 

For the most part Easter music is joy- 
ous and triumphant because it gives’man 
hope of victory over death. 


“May the glad dawn, 
Of Easter Morn 
Bring joy to thee. 


May the calm eve 

Of Easter leave

On thine heart write 

O Christ I live for Thee.”

WASHINGTON, April 1 (UPI) 
— Vice President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, acting with President 
Kennedy’s full blessing, today 
asked all government depart- 
ment heads to report promptly 
on their plans and recommenda- 
| tions for ending discrimination 
in federal jobs and contracts. 


He said, “‘It is the goal of this 

administration that discrimina- 
_ tion because of race, creed, color 
| Or national origin be eliminated 
from government contracts and 
in government employment.”’ 

Johnson made the request as 
chairman of the President’s 
Committee on Equal Employ- 
ment Opportunity. It was one of 
the Administration’s strongest 
moves to date to bar racial and 
religiious bias within the federal 
structure. 

Johnson's letter to all cabinet 
members and heads of the mili- 
tary services was made public 
shortly after he left for Africa 
and Europe on his first interna- 
tional trip as Vice President. 


He asked the department chiefs | 


to designate compliance officers 
in their agencies, to report on 
how they plan to carry out the 
anti-discrimination committee’s 
policies, and to make tTecom- 
mendations ‘‘as early as possi- 
ble.” 


“The President has expressed 


to me his desire that every ef- | 
fort be made to enforce to the | 


maximum extent’ an executive 


order setting up and strengthen- | 
ing the anti-discrimination com- |

OVERLOOKED COLLEGE AID: Although college educa- 
tion costs mount, Junior G.I. Bill benefits, which could help 
many students, go Begging. The benefits—$110 monthly for 
four years—apply to more than 150,000 children who have lost 
@ parent in, or as a result of, military service. And each 


month the number eligible increases by 350 due ‘to deaths - 


attributed to service-connected causes. Yet less than 25 per 
cent of eligible students claim the benefits, largely through 
unawareness, Very few persons, an American Legion official 
tells this column, understand that these benefits are available 
to peacetime as well as wartime veterans’ children. Tell any 
possible beneficiary you know to check with the local Ameri- 
can Legion or Veterans Administration. 


» BIGGEST CAR FRAUD: It’s probably speedometer rig- 
ging. So reports Popular Science after a check indicating that, 
of 12,000,000 used cars sold each year, 80 pér cent or more 
may have their speedometers altered. Not only many car 
dealers but car owners are responsible. Some tips to help 
you avoid being taken in by phony mileages: Look closely at 
the speedometer numbers; once altered, it's almost impossible 
for even an expert mechanic to put them back in perfect align- 
ment. Shine a flash behind the panel; if the speedometer unit 
hasn’t been disturbed, usually it will be covered with a coat 
of dust. Also feel the attachment screws (dealers do this) to 
detect any ragged slots, showing they’ve been turned. 


MAJOR “BREAKTHROUGH”: Now being introduced, a 
new kind of upholstered chair is deep-cushioned but free of 
interior springs. Made in just two parts—a tubular steel frame 
completely encased in a molded polyurethane foam body—it 
has no sharp edges to scratch walls, is comfortable, light- 
weight, easy to shift. It’s the first of many economically 
produced new pieces expected from what's being called “‘the 
first technological breakthrough in the manufacture of uphol- 
stered furniture.’ Another major development: A _ process 
that converts paper into yarns that can be knitted or woven 
into fabrics strong enough to be cleaned and used repeatedly.

AT THE BETA THETA PI 
fraternity house here at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri there are 
members who, after four years, 
can't tell one MaGee.from an- 
other.

Rickover, like the boy’s 
schoolmates, couldn't tell one 
MaGee from the other. But the 
man who developed the first 
atomic subarine found a solution. 
He had the twins draw slips of 
paper. The one who drew the 
longer slip would have to let 
his crew cut grow longer. That 
way people could distinguish one 
from the other—provided they 
remember which twin had the 
lonrer crew cut. 

John and Gerald MaGee, who 
will be graduated this June as 
bachelors of science in chemical 
engineering, are among a hand- 
ful of graduates from various 
schools around the country who 
have been hand-picked by Rick- 
over to work in the Navy’s nu- 
clear propulsion program. 

A few weeks ago the twins, 
along with the rest of the seniors 
in the Navy Reserve Officers 
Training Corps, were told to 
list their first three duty prefer- 
ences for the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel. 

The twins chose first, the Di- 
vision of Reactor Development; 
second, the Naval Research Lab- 
oratory, and third, guided mis- 
sile cruisers. 

“Three weeks ago,”’ they re- 
lated, ‘‘we received orders to re- 
port in Washington, to the Divi- 
sion of Reactor Development.” 

They were among 20 young 
men who had been summoned 
from various NROTC units. The 
boys were carefully screened and 
a select few were interviewed 
by Rickover himself. 

“We had three. interviews 
with men on Vice Adm. Rick- 
over’s staff,’’ the boys related, 
“then we were interviewed by 
Rickover and told to come back 
the next day. We signed papers 
agreeing, if we were selected, to 
serve four years instead of the 
usual three. Then they gave us 
our travel orders back to Colum- 
bia.” 

Gerald drew the long slip and 
will have to let his hair grow. 


Adm. Rickover told the Post- 
Dispatch that ‘the MaGee 
brothers “are among the best 
and brightest he has ever . 
interieved for the program.” 
A frequent critic of the Amer- 
ican educational system, Rick- 
over has charged that the 
schools and colleges in this 
country do not work the stu- 
dents hard enough. In the case 
of the MaGee twins, he said. 
“they had obviously done the 
hard work themselves.” 


The MaGee brothers are 22 
years old, stand six feet two 
inches tall; weigh 158 pounds 
each and they not only look ex- 
actly alike but sound exactly 
alike. Close your eyes and you 
can distinguish no difference in 
their voices. 

“T have a small scar here on 
my forehead,’’ one of them ex- 
plained, ‘Some of our friends 
look for the scar, and then if 
they can remember which one 
has the scar they can tell us 
apart.” 

“Which one are you?” we 
asked. ‘‘Gerald,”” he said. We 
made a mental note. Gerald— 
scar. Lester Linck, who took 
the photographs you see here, 
made an important discovery. 
“You can tell them apart,”’ he 
said, ‘‘by their socks. One has 


- argyles, the other plain.” 


We decided to adopt the sys- 
tem used by their fraternity 
brothers and classmates. Just 
address the two of them and let 
one answer. They are used to it. 
“Hardly anyone calls us by a 
first name,’ one of them said. 
“They just say MaGee and 
wait for an answer.”’ 

Gerald Thomas MaGee and 
John Elmer MaGee were born in 
Mexico, Mo., which is 37 miles 
from Columbia, in 1939. Their 
mother says that if they hadn’t 
had name bands on their -vrists 
when they came home from the 


hospital, she would have been in - 


trouble. She and her husband, 
Elmer MaGee, say they have no 
difficulty in telling them. apart 
now, 

Did the wrong one ever get 
spanked? 

“They used to always claim 
that was what happened,” their 
father laughed. 

Until they went away to col- 
lege the boys dressed exactly 
alike. It wasn’t at her insist- 
ence, Mrs. MaGee said. They 
preferred it that way, 


As it turned out, however,

they might as well have gone 
on buying two of everything. 
Their tastes are almost identi- 
cal. When we talked to them 
they wore dark suits of the 
same cut and only slightly dif- 
ferent pattern, white — shirts, 
dark ties and black shoes. 
The only difference, as Phorog- 
rapher Linck pointed out, was 
that John—or was it Gerald— 
wore argyle socks, whereas his 
brother wore a black pair. 

In school a teacher worked 
out a system in one of the early 
grades which has been followed 
by all the others. She put one boy 
on one side of the room, the 
other on the other side. Then 
all she had to remember was 
who was on the left side and 
who on the right. 


The only children in the fam- 
ily, the boys grew up in a big 
white house on a pleasant resi- 
dential street in Mexico. Their 
boyhood was quite normal. They 
played basketball and football 
on the high school teams, went 
to parties and dances on week- 
ends and were popular with 
boys and girls alike. They 
weren't exactly noted as schol- 
ars in grade gchool or high 
school. 

“Let's just say w2 improved 
as we went along,"’ one brother 
said and they both laughed. 

Gerald distinguished himself 
in track by high jumping 5 feet 
10 inches. “Me?” said John. 
“Well, 1 jumped over 5 feet.” 

“When they were growing up,” 
said their father, a short, mild- 
mannered man, ‘‘sports took up 
about two-thirds of their time. 
And about two-thirds of MY 
time was spent going to watch 
them. Some of those basketball 
games were harder on me than 
they were’on them.”’ 

“And most of my time was 
spent feeding them,”’ said their 
mother. ‘‘Eat like horses and 
never put on a pound. Just kept 
getting taller.” 

The boys were graduated: from 
high school in 1956. They liked 
chemistry in high school and de-

cided they would have a go at 
chemical engineering atthe uni- 
versity. ‘We found’ we liked it,”’ 
they said, ‘‘so we stayed with it.” 

While they were in high school 
they had applied for the Naval 
Reserve Officers Training Corps. 
In their senior year they were 
summoned to Columbia. “‘They 
gave us all kinds of tests, both 
physical and mental,’ the broth- 
er> recalled. ‘““‘We never had such 
a thorough physical examination 
before.”’ 

The tests proved them to be 
excellent physical specimens and 
they were accepted. As members 
of the NROTC all their fees are 
paid by the Navy and they re- 
céive $50 a month while in school 
and approximately $100 for 
books. 

At the university they attend 
classes in naval training one 
hour a day, drill one hour each 
week, and each summer spend 
eight weeks on active duty, us- 
ually on:a cruise. “One year,” 
the boys said, ‘‘we went to the

The MaGee brothers took to 
chemical engineering like 
ducks to water and since their 
freshman year have been 
among the top 10 per cent in 
their classes. During the last 
two semesters both have made 
straight A’s and as this was 
written there was less than 
one-tenth of a point difference 
in their grades. 


When they were sophomores, 
Gerald received the award of the 
American Institute of Chemical 
Engineers as the outstanding 
sophomore in chemical engi- 
neering. Then when they were 
juniors, Gerald won the Fred- 
erick 0. Norton Memorial Prize 
of $50 for high scholastic stand- 
ing and promise of leadership. 


But, Prof. J. R. Lorah points 
out, Gerald won only by a 
whisker. Lorah, who has been 
instructing the boys for the past 
three years, said Gerald was 
only slightly ahead of John with 
a grade average of 3.28 to John’s 
3.18. A grade of 4 is perfect. 
They don't have many 4's in 
chemical engineering, Lorah 
said. The MaGees’ grade point 
average over the years is 3.61 for 
Gerald and 3.54 for John. 

But during the past two se- 
mesters, Lorah said, both have 
made straight A's, and it is sig- 
nificant that the grades of the 
two boys have gone up, point by 
point, through the years. 

“It’s .usually the other way 
with exceptional  students,”’ 
Lorah said. ‘‘They start big and 
go down. But the MaGee boys 
are not brilliant. They are very 
bright and they are hard work- 
ers, and those are the kind you 
can bank on.”’ 

Under the training program 
which the MaGees will enter, 
officers and enlisted men are 
prepared for service aboard nu- 
clear-powered submarines or nu- 
clear-powered surface ships. 
The program will include mathe- 
matics, advanced physics, re- 
actor engineering, chemistry and 
metallurgy, reactor and power 
plant control, electronics. prin- 
ciples of nuclear power ‘plants 
and control of nuclear power 
plants. 

The purpose of the training 
program, a Navy spokesman 


said, is to produce men who 
understand the principles of nu- 
clear power, not just the operat- 
ing procedures. The idea is to 
train men so they know how 
and why the. nuclear power plant 
works, not just which button to 
push. 

The twins will report for duty 
immediately after graduation in 
June. “We don’t know exactly 
what we'll be doing,”’ they said, 
“but most of it will be study. It 
will be like a _ post-graduate 
course.”’ 

During their vears at the uni- 
versity the boys have lived at 
the fraternity house—or rather, 
in the annex, a house next door 
which the Betas took oven when 
they outgrew their quarters. 

The MaGees have a room on 
the third floor, which they share 
with another engineering student, 
Sidney Kollme of St. Louis. “I 
can tell them apart every time,” 
Kollme boasts. ‘‘Of course it took 


‘me two years of rooming with 


them to be able to do it.”’ 


Although the MaGees are out- 
standing students, they are in 
no sense of the word grinds. 
They study from 7:30 until 
midnight each school night 
and on weekends they relax. 

Both played on the NROTC 
basketball team, which travel- 
ed 7500 miles playing other 
NROTC teams, as well as the 
Annapolis Freshmen. The Miz- 
zou team won the NROTC 
championship four consecutive 
years. 

The rank of battalion com- 
mander in the NROTC goes to 
the man with the highest 
scholastic rating. But the 
grades of the twins were so 
close this semester that it was 
decided to let them take turns. 
John has been battalion com- 
mander the first half of the 
semester and Gerald has been 
executive officer. For the last 
half of the semester, starting 
in the middle of April, they 
will switch, 


The twins, who are by nature 
quiet and rather shy, are reluc- 
tant to talk about themselves 
and their achievements. ‘But 
we're not surprised,”’ said one 
of their fraternity brothers when 


he heard of their selection by 


Rickover. ‘‘They’ve worked hard 
and they've earned it.”’ 

“Yes,” said their parents, 
“we're proud. But then,’’ Mrs. 
MaGee added, ‘we've always 
been proud .of our boys.”

the youngest editor | know 
is L. Mitchell White of the 
Mexico. Mo., Ledger. 
Mitch White was born in 
1883 and the Ledger was 
born in 1855. The Ledger 
and the White family’s 
men have been swapping 
vitamins back and forth, 
keeping one another vig- 
orous, 1876 when 
Robert White was suffering 
from Chris Von der Ahe's 
offers to turn professional 
first baseman for the St. 
Louis Browns. ay 
Robert White's mother 
bought the Ledger for $1000 
and gave it to her son as 
a cure for baseball. When 
he’d had time to think it 
over 40 years later, Robert 
L MITCHELL WHITE White said he couldn't 
think of a more satisfactory 
life than publishing a small-city newspaper. 

“Not much money in it and a lot of work, but a lot of 
fun. too,” he said. ‘I wouldn’t do anything else if I could.” 

The Ledger was the second-place paper in Mexico when 
Robert White got it as a gift. The leading paper was written 
and edited Southern Senator style, with large and flowering 
beds of prose.

“My father wrote short paragraphs with snappers 
at the finish, In his editorials,” Mitch White said. 
“Pretty soon people were buying the paper just to 
see what the young fellow was taking out after this 
time.”” 


+ SOME WEEKS people took out after the young fellow. 
«“Qne reader promised to shoot him and the sheriff advised 
- "Robert White to buy a pistol and shoot back. The publisher 
* thought a Derringer and tock it home to show his wife. He 
* Hung up his hat and carefully drew the pistol. He and. his 
‘wife and the hat were amazed. The pistol fired of its.own 
inspiration and the bullet hit the hat, ruining its style. The 
publisher took the pistol into the yard and threw it down the 
well and to this day an editing White has not fired a shot, 
except in print, at an irate reader. 


Mitch White has been editing the paper since 
1919. His father worried about Mitch for a while; when 
the boy played baseball he used a glove to field his 
position. His father stopped the hot ones barehanded 
when he played first base and he edited that way, too. 
He was uneasy about the younger generation, soften- 
ing and gloved. 


» NOTHING EVER DEVELOPED from that worry. Mitch 
White kept the Ledger true to his father. In Missouri's Little 
Dixie, a country full of Democrats, the Ledger has been the 
voice of an independent Democrat. Meaning that sometimes 
the Republicans love it, too. In 1941 the paper was one of the 
few small-city papers in the state to declare that trying to 
gteal the governorship from Republican Donnell wasn’t real 
fair, even for Democrats. 

Disappointments are needed to offset successes and keep 
@ man balanced and White has had those. He has a trial of 
gorts now, too. He must work harder to follow his father’s 
style and keep the editorial sentences short and punchy. His 
eyes have weakened and he must dictate his editorials. 
Spoken sentences will run longer than written ones and Mitch 
White must go back over his editorials, dropping in periods, 
but his lesser vision also has its compensations. 

“Women I knew as girls look just as beautiful now as 
they did 50 years ago,” Mitch White said. ‘I see only the 
Outlines of the face. Not the wrinkles.”’

THE IMPRESSIONS of child- 
hood have a taste, bitter or 
sweet—or both—which is all 
thegr own. 

Until I was about 12, my father 
was a produce merchant. He 
started with two immense dray 
horses and a heavy wagon; and 
then, shortly before I was born, 


he traded them in for an ancient 
truck, so high that he had to 
have the roof of the old stable 
raised to accommodate it. 


From the beginning that truck 
—and Commission Row, the gar- 
ish and violent region in which 
it had its proper home—were the 
stuff of legend. When, every 
fine Saturday morning, it would 
come chugging up the street to 
make its delivery at the neigh- 
borhood store, swaying under a 
load about thrice its rated ca- 
pacity, the helpers clinging, 
apparently for their lives, to 
toeholds on the overladen tail- 
gate, the kids would rush to 
greet it. My father would grand- 
ly pull the. rope that operated 
the horn, in the manner of a 
steamboat whistle, as he moved 
toward the curb; and my broth- 
er, if he was helping ‘that Satur- 
day, would push his cap to the 
back of his head, and look as 
rakish and romantic as the hero 
of ‘Treasure Island,” eagle-eyed 
before the mast. 


When I was about 8 or 9, after 
much begging, I got to go 
along. ... 

Getting up in the early pre- 
dawn hours, suddenly the whole 
idea was not romantic. The open 
cab was bitter cold. Franklin 
avenue was dark and completely 
deserted, and the heavy pound- 
ing of the truck, with its vague 
acetylene lamps, only made us 
seem more alone in a joyless 
world. My father put the narrow 
solid front tires in the steep 
little valleys of the streetcar 
tracks and dozed, depending on 
the United Railways to steer him 
downtown. I watched nervously 
for any other fools or maniacs 
who might be up at this hour 


and might come scorching out 
of a cross-street—but we seemed 
to be the only ones. 


Then, finally, the truck jolted 


over the cross-tracks at the loop, 
my father came awake, and sud- 
denly we were surrounded by 
noise and light. 


The broad, damp sidewalks 
were loaded with bright double 
rows of boxes of fruits and vege- 
tables. Overhead a rusty corru- 
gated iron roof formed a long 
tunnel, pne side the black night, 
with a row of glaring bare 
yellow bulbs receding into the 
distance. Although the trading 
was still in its earliest stages, 
the salesmen and hawkers were 
already shouting their wares, 
maneuvering the casual early 
shoppers into carefully arranged 
cul-de-sacs, clutching lapels, ask- 
ing them just to wait, to look, to 
taste. ... 

My father backed the truck 
into a space that same other 
driver wanted, and the other 
leaned out and called him all 
kinds of a dirty Italian.

My father pushed me ahead 
of him.

ever in my life lied to you—”

We left the man bent by the 
blow and my father led me 
through the open door of a com- 
mission house. I remember that 
there was some kind of patriot- 
ic name over the door, and a 
fly-specked flag and cut out pic- 
ture of General Pershing over 
the safe. I went straight for the 
stove as though it were some 
kind of life-giving idol. 

“Mac, let him stay by the 
stove an hour or so till I come 
back, won't you?

They paid no attention to me, 
then or later, and I pulled an old 
piece of canvas over my feet, 
tried to dodge the cold blast

MY SECOND LESSON came 
about 20 minutes later when we 
backed in and loaded on the to- 
matoes of the first man who had 
rushed at my father. Apparently 
the deal had been concluded dur- 
ing that exchange of seemingly 
lethal insults. Not insults, blows, 
nor even chicanery were ail that 
they seemed at first blush on 
Commission Row. |

“With a good appetite. I'm tell- 
ing you, Sam.” 

‘“‘Sure,"’ my father said, ‘Like 
Tuesday’s oranges.” 

The merchant tore off the. bill 
and gave it to him. ‘‘Look, Sam. 
I want you to live a while. But 
not too long.” 


When we pulled out of the 
market, dawn had broken. It 
was late, and the salesmen 
were becoming more shrill, and 
a few, with too many perish- 
ables, were beginning to sound 
a little desperate. Time ate into 
their profits as the sun ate into 
the sky; you got rid of your 
perishables in time or you were 
stuck, had to sell at distress 
prices, and this could be a 
catastrophe... . 


A child has his own heroes. 
Mine were the laborers, with 
arms and backs like giants, who 
did the actual lifting and hand- 
ling. They seemed immensely 
more important than the more 


ordinary sized men with pencils 
behind their ears. It was a very 
big deal for me, a splinter among 
the oaks, to.sit with them at a 
restaurant counter and, out of 
mugs that must have held a pint, 
sip coffee that felt like it was 
taking the roof off my mouth. 


My father had a series of such 
men work for him—the most re- 
markable of whom was “‘Liitle 
Benny’’—so called, I suppose, 
because he was a young giant, 
well over six feet; who often 
lifted and carried over 200 pounds 
at a time for no other reason 
than that it was less work than 
making two trips. The going 
rate for such labor was $6 for a 
six-day week—my father started 
him at $8 and eventually raised 
it to $12—plus all the fruit he 
could eat, or could carry home 
at night, which was considerable. 
He had another major talent: 
completely untutored, he was a 
fine cartoonist, and often drew 
caricatures of my father’s cus- 
tomers on orange wrappers as 
they criticized our vegetables, 
This embittered the customers, 
but enlivened the day. 


Benny was a great companion 


of mine. But one day, being curi- 


ous about things I had heard in 
the neighborhood, I decided to 
make an experiment. I called him 
“nigger.” 


As soon as I had, and his face 
changed, I realized that I was 
only 7 years old, no one else was 
around, and, if he wanted to, he 
could break me across his knee 
like a stick. But he didn’t dis- 
criminate against me because I 
occupied the inferior status of 
childhood; he spoke to me as di- 
rectly and harshly as if I were 
adult, entitled to hear and able 
to understand everything he said. 
He told me what he felt toward 
those who thought themselves su- 
perior because of skin color. 


My father returned. I was al- 
most in tears. “I don’t think 
Benny likes me,” I said. 

“Why not?” 

“Well... I said his skin was 
.». @ little brown. , .” 

My father examined the skin 
judiciously. ‘What do you 
mean, brown? It’s black!”’ 


Benny grinned and the crisis 
was over. 

I last saw Little Benny when, 
accompanied by his mother, his 
muscles bulging out of his best 
coat, he came to our flat to say 


‘goodby—his family was moving 


to Chicago. In that city, while 
working as a night porter in an 
office building, he copied some 
drawings in an architect’s of- 
fice, the architect hired him, 
and he began to make big mon- 
ey. Perhaps the new weaith and 
prestige were too much for the 
almost unlettered boy who, ‘in 
St. Louis, had had to take it 
while a 7-year-old insulted him. 
He was killed in a fight in a 
dance hall over a woman, At 
least that’s what we heard, 

It’s a long time between Lit- 
tle Benny and the movie ‘The 
Hoodlum Priest.’”’ Both had 
something to do with the pro- 
duce market. But there may be 
another connection, however 
slight. The charge has been 
made that the produce merchant 
portrayed in the movie was 
made to seem deliberately rough 
in order to rouse sympathy for 
his killer.. I don’t think so: al- 
most any commission merchant 
I remember in the old days 
would have worked a thief over 
with a crowbar, whether he was 
an ex-convict or a relative. The 
difference was not just tough- 
ness. 


No one knows the minds of 
Hollywood writers, but it's 
barely possible that the cli- 
max scenes of the movie were 
not intended to sentimentalize 
or malign anybody, but to por- 
tray an immutable law, known 
to Benny, which is older than 
Moses: that is, that hatred be- 
gets hatred, and revenge re- 
venge; that whoever gets 
caught in this vicious inter- 
action must be smeared, how- 
ever slightly, with its mud and 
blood—and this includes the 
state; and that, in the explo- 
sion which must occur if the 
circle isn’t broken, which of 
the several or many victims 
is killed and which is killer 
is a legal detail, depending on 
circumstances, 

Little Benny told me some- 
thing like that. 


White House Survives Flap Over Rhododendrons

WASHINGTON, April 1 


TO THE CRISIS over Laos, the 
Congo crisis and the economic 
crisis, you can now add the rho- 
dodendron crisis. 


President Kennedy has been 
wrestling with domestic and in- 
ternational problems, and many 
others besides. Last week, he 
was confronted with l’affaire 
rhododendrons, a mysterious 
spring planting on the White 
House grounds. 

It was a small-sized flap, as 
Washington flaps go. It proved 
once again that Democrats have 
more fun than people. ’ 

The hue and cry commenced 
with a story in the Washington 
Evening Star reporting that. a 
clump of tall rhododendrons 


would be installed just inside’ 


the White House fence, cutting 
off the view of 3-year-old Caro- 
ine Kennedy at play. 


Accompanying the story was a 
photograph of the White House 
from the south. The caption ex- 
plained that this was the view 
that would be blocked by the 
foliage. | 

Now, this just happens to be 
one of the favorite tourist-eye 
slants at the Executive Man- 
sion. You saunter down South 


Executive avenue on a fine 
spring or summer day, with the 
wife and kids, and you peer 
through the high iron fence at 
the enviable stretch of lawn, the 
pool and fountain about half-way 
back, and then the big stately 
house. 3 

Block this out with bushes? 
Obscure all this history and 
national prid: with mere ever- 
greens? The hearts of patrio- 
tic, amti-crabgrass Americans 
surely would be set aflame with 
the old revolutionary fire. Fence, 
if you must, this old White 
House, but spare that stirring 
view. 

For once, Pierre Salinger, the 
President's able press amanuen- 
sis, forgot his Gallic smile. 
When a reporter asked about 
the rhododendron report, un- 
lucky Pierre dropped his guard 
and pulled a gaffe. Said Salin- 
ger, with unwonted irritability, 
it was the silliest question of the 
week and he was doggoned if he 
would dignify it with an answer. 


In the spring, the nation's 
capital can get as silly as any- 
where else, and, as will be 
recalled,.we had a long, hard 
winter. ~So this had all the 
makings of a nice relaxing little 
opera bouffe, complete with 
greenery. 

When Mr. Kennedy read the 
Star story, he is reported to 
have been perturbed. Block out 
the south view, so dear to his 
camera-carrying countrymen? 
Not he. He took steps. Tele- 
phone lines hummed. . Couriers 
came and went, with those anxi- 


: 


ous, frowning looks couriers al- 
ways seem to have. 

The next day, when reporters 
began beating the bushes again, 
Salinger was ready for them. It 
seems that back in 1935, he said, 
the National Park Service had 
prepared a comprehensive plan 
for landscaping the White House 
grounds. And that, Salinger 
added significantly, was some 
22 or 23 years before Caroline 
Kennedy was born. 

A word of explanation here. 
The National Park Service is in 
charge of the White Howse 
grounds and environs, including 
the mall farther to the south. 
The area is designated as nat- 
ional park number one. 


IN THE INTERVENING 
YEARS, for reasons as yet un- 
specified, nothing much had been 
done about the master landscap- 
ing plan, Salinger said. But when 
the new administration took over, 
the park service found a sympa- 
thetic ear” in the White House, 
the press secretary disclosed. 
He declined, this time with his 
smile again in working order, to 
identify the ear. 

Which brings us back to the 
larger implications of the mat- 
ter, as the pundits would say. 
Were the rhododendrons intend- 
ed to protect little Caroline, at 
play, from stares of the curious? 
Mrs. Jacqueline . Kennedy has 
made it clear that she is going 
to try to give Caroline and the 
baby, John F. Kennedy Jr., nor- 
mal upbringing, as much out of 
the pitiless glare of publicity as 
possible. 

This isn't going to be easy. 


Caroline is as free-wheeling as 
any 3-year-old. The incident of 
the presidential shoes and socks 
(they were off, and Daddy was 
just sitting up there doing noth- 
ing, Caroline reported at the end 
of one hard day) is fresh in 
memory. 


Anyway, the press secretary 
produced a memorandum stating 
that Olmsted Brothers of Brook- 
line, Mass., had prepared the 
comprehensive landscaping plan 
back in 1935. Reporters started 
searching for a copy of the plan 
itself. But that was a long time 
ago, and a lot of paper has gone 
in and out of the baskets since 
then. 


Finally a copy of the plan was 
unearthed and made available. 
It states: 


“(A) Lack of privacy. The 
outstanding general defect in the 
landscaping condition of the 
White House is the lack of ade- 
quate privacy in the areas south 
of the building. 


“Automobiles and pedestrians 
on surrounding streets are con- 
spicuously noticeable from many 

arts of the area, and curious 
onlookers in the streets can and 
do gather to peer at the doings 
of those within these portions of 
the grounds, which in the main 
ought rightly to be as secluded 
and domestic as the interior of 
the building.”’ 


That seemed to be a recom- 
mendation that the area along 
the south fence should be 


-screened off from public view. 


But Mr. Kennedy would have 
none of this, 


It remained for Conrad L. 
Wirth, calm chief of the park 
service, to clear the matter up. 
Wirth, who has seen a lot of 
rhododendrons come and go, 
made the following points: 


1, The present landscaping 
plan, an updating of the 1935 
survey, involves planting some 
rhododendrons near the south- 
east and southwest gates, to 
dress up the grounds and give 
a little more seclusion on the 


sides. The view into the White 


House grounds from these two 
side gates is nothing much any- 
way. 


2. There is not and never has 
been any plan to block the good 
view from the south. At this 
point in the narrative, the Star 
acknowledged that it had erred 
in locating the proposed bushes 
along the south fence. 


3. He (Wirth) had never heard 
anything about shielding Caro- 
line Kennedy from the public, 
with rhododendrons or anything 


else. 


4. The updating of the land- 
scaping plan originated with the 
park service, not Mrs, Kennedy. 

From another source (Pamela 
Turnure, Mrs, Kennedy’s press 
secretary — no unnamed White 
House sources in this story) 
came the information that a 
swing and a teeter-totter have 
been installed for Caroline near 
the southwest gate, adjacent to 
the putting green put in during 
the administration of former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower.

David Sequeiros, No. | Communist of His Country, 
Discusses Troubles in Rare Non-Political Interview

MEXICO CITY, April 1, 

MEXICO IS A LAND of color- 
ful contrasts and nowhere did | 
find this travel agent bromide 
more pointed than in the dingy 
office of Gen. Carlos Martin del 
Campo, who was _ hand-picked 
two years ago from the Regular 
Army by President Lopes Ma- 
teo to tidy things up at the huge 
Federal penitentiary. 

There, above the general's 
desk, was an autographed color 
photograph of El! Presidente, and 
near it, a black and white litho- 
graph warmly inscribed to the 
general by David Alfaro Sequei- 
ros, Mexico's best known Com- 
munist and world-famed artist. 

Both of these distinguished 
personalities are of vital concern 
to the prison commandant. At 
the moment, he is responsible 
TO one and responsible FOR the 
other; the President is his boss, 
the painter his prisoner. 


Senor Sequeiros, a bull-like 
man with a leathery face and 
a shock of iron gray hair, has 
won the respect of Mexico as 
its leading muralist, and the 
wrath of its Government for 
painting with a broad brush 
across the political scene. As 
Mexico’s No. 1 Communist, he 
is suspected of being the prime 
mover behind last year’s uni- 
versity campus riots. 


When Sequeiros visited Vene- 
zuela recently, he publicly made 
some remarks there about Mexi- 
can President Lopes Mateo, and 
when he returned to his native 
land, the Mexican Government 
welcomed him back with open 
prison gates. He was clapped 
into the jug on what amounts to 
open charges. 

And here, in the same peniten- 
tiary where Trotsky’s_ killer 
spent much of his life, sits David 
Alfaro Sequeiros, cooling his 
easel and awaiting trial. 


His arrest has received little 
attention outside Mexico. In fact, 
Il was not aware of it myself, 
until a Mexican photographer ac- 
quaintance mentioned it at 
lunch. I knew him to be a long- 
time friend of the painter, and 
asked if he could arrange a 
prison interview for me. He re- 
fused. Sequeiros, he said, was a 
good friend, but this time he 
had gone too far in antagonizing 
the government. If the photog- 
rapher accompanied me to the 
penitentiary, he would only get 
embroiled in an argument with 
his old friend. 


I telephoned an American cor- 
respondent I had known else- 
where, and solicited his help. It 
wasn't difficult, he said. He sug- 
gested I start taking my mor- 
ning coffee at a certain bistro on 
a side street in the newspaper 
district, and cultivate the pro- 
prietor, who was a friend of the 
director-general of the prison. 
After a few weeks, my journa- 
listic colleague said, I might be 
able to persuade the restaura- 
teur to give me a letter,: and 
then, with a little smooth talk, 
I might be able to get an inter- 
view with Sequeiros. I’d have to 
stick around several weeks, of 
course, 


This advice may sound like 
Alice-in-Wonderland talk, but 
having worked in Latin Ameri- 
ca before, I knew it was not 
entirely fantasy. But since my 
last visit to Mexico City, I was 
impressed by two innovations in 
the Mexican’s way of life which 
made me suspect that a more di- 
rect approach might just pos- 
sibly work in this land of man- 
ana. (The two innovations: quick 
lunch counters and street traf- 
fic lights. It is comforting to 
note, however, that when a 
Mexican driver puts his hand 
out, it is still a fact that you 
can be certain of only one thing 
— that his window is open). 

Next morning, through the nar- 
row cobbled streets of old Mexi- 
co City, past ancient buildings 
of the Spanish colonial era, the 
inevitable slums, I parked near 
a spanking new block - square 
marketplace, recently erected by 
the Government. It seemed en- 
tirely out of place in this en- 
vironment, but barefooted and 
serape-draped peons earnestly 
arguing at the vegetable stalls 
over a centavo difference in 
price made it apparent that only 
the facade had changed. 


I walked to the old peniten- 


tiary, a sprawling fortress, and 
asked an armed guard to see the 
commandant. With promptness 
and efficiency not usually asso 
ated with Mexicans, the captain 
of the guards appeared, crisply 
asked for identification, and 
within minutes | was ushered 
into the cluttered uncarpet#d of- 
fice of General del Campo, a 
chunky, intelligent-looking offi- 
cer with an affable manner and 
an open face, who I learned lat- 
er, to my astonishment, was ap- 
proaching his sixty-eighth birth- 
day. His bearing was military, 
his energy inexhaustible, and 
our subsequent conversation sug- 
gested he was the type of man 
in any army often tapped for 
jobs requiting skills far broader 
than needed for maximum util- 
ization of armor. 


At the mention of his charge, 
the painter Sequieros, he 
waved his hand, as though dis- 
missing the subject. Sequeiros, 
he said, was only one of 2700 
prisoners, and what concerned 
him was that the penitentiary 
was bursting at the seams—_ 
its capacity was only 1800, and 
he had his hands full trying 
to house the extra 900 inmates 
with any semblance of de- 
cency. 

Furthermore, he was taking 
great pains to provide separate 
quarters for prisoners charged 
with traffic deaths, for in- 
stance, and those in custody 
for murder. There was also 
the other problem of keeping 
apart young criminals so they 
had little or no contact with 
the hardened repeaters. It was 
plain the general was as con- 
cerned with the welfare of the 
prisoners as he once had been 
with troops. 


When I again pressed the point 
of seeing Sequeiros, he observed 
that one of the lessons he'd 
learned in the cold, cruel world 
of the civilian was to distrust 
journalists, 


“IT find I am now more terri- 
fied of false words than live bul- 
lets,’’ said the general. From a 
handy drawer, he produced a 
sheaf of clippings from Mexico 
City newspapers accusing him of 
graft. That, he said plaintively, 
was precisely what he had elimi- 
nated when he took over direc- 
tion of the penitentiary more 
than two years ago. Unfortu- 
nately, added the general, the 
very. prison’ rackets’ he'd 
squashed had had the side effect 
of drastically reducing the in- 
come of some of the journalists 
assigned to cover prison news. 

General del Campo, a fighter 
born of Mexico’s revolution two 
generations ago, struck back at 
Mexico’s press by starting his 
own newspaper, which he named 
‘‘Verdades,”’ or ‘‘The Truth.”’ It 
was a 12-page tabloid, written by 
himself with the help of some 
literate inmates Sad published -in 
the penitentiary’s modern print- 
ing plant. He compiled a mailing 
list of important Mexican intel- 
lectuals and officials, added to 
it United States prison function- 
aries, until he had a selected 
circulation of some 5000 copies 
a week.

Sequeiros, dressed in blue 
denim prison overalls, respect- 
fully acknowledged the presence 
of his host, not as prisoner to 
keeper, but as a revolutionary 
of today to a revolutionary of 
yesteryear. 

(It should be noted here that 
the lithograph I had seen in the 
director’s office, according to 
the date on the inscription, had 
been thoughtfully presented by 
Sequieros several months before 
his incarceration.) 

I asked if I could tape record 
our conversation, and he willing- 
ly assented.

Effect of Hollywood 
Films Abroad ~ 


DO AMERICAN MOVIES create an unfavorable and damaging 
picture of America abroad? If so, what's to be done about it? 
The Journal of the Screen Producers Guild devotes its current 
lasue to the subject, with 10 articles. The springboard is the re- 
ne 7 printing of an article by Norman 
Cousins, editor of the Saturday 
Review, who charges that “‘it 
makes little sense to set up 
elaborate agencies in our State 
Department at great cost for 
building good will abroad when 
a large part of the problem was 
> being mass-produced right here 

on the West Coast.”’ 
“It’s one thing,” he writes, 
“to sit back in a theater in 
the United States and dismiss 
what you see on the screen as a 
harmless Hollywood distortion 
of American life. But ‘see how 
you feel about it when you see 
the same distortions soaked up 
by Frenchmen or Englishmen or 
Italians or any other people who 
| refine. know little of America outside 
le 
“You shudder when you realize that these movies, for better 
‘Or worse, are about YOU ... You realize that what you are 
. seeing is more than mere entertainment; it is a projection of 
_ America, and, as such, of vital importance to the American 
‘people at a time when they are spending millions of dollars to 
create good will abroad and a real understanding of themselves... 
“The fact is that the movies do not accurately reflect America. 
We have more than our share of humanity's faults, but we by no 
means monopolize them. Nor are we predominantly a nation of 
murderers, gangsters, idlers, deadbeats, dipsomaniacs, touts, tarts 

and swindlers, as Hollywood would have us appear.”’ 


» ERIC JOHNSTON, president of the Motion Pictures Associa- 
tion of America, in another article, disagrees with this view. He 
thinks Hollywood movies present a much more diversified image 
of America than that, and I'm inclined to agree. ‘No one pic- 
ture could possibly tell the whole story,”’ he writes. Referring 
to “‘unthinkers,”” he demands: ‘‘What do they want, Government 
controls—communication only in the form of propaganda? Should 
‘the editor of the New York Times be told what to print in 
copies of his newspaper which go overseas? . . . Shall the motion 
picture producer make one version of his story for home con- 
sumption and doctor another for alien lands?” 


Turner B. Shelton, director of the Motion Picture De- 
partment, United States Information Agency, writes: 
“The American motion picture reaching a foreign audience 
exceeding 150,000,000 a week is one of the greatest factors, 
if not the greatest, in creating and maintaining the image 
of America that is in the minds and hearts of millions of 
our friends—and those who are not our friends.” He points 
out that during last July 27 of the 102 motion picture the- 
aters in Moscow, 45 were showing American films 


» “WHAT MOST CRITICS FORGET,” he observes;“‘Is that for 
every unfavorable opinion that is attributable to American movies, 
it is no less true that the generally favorable attitudes toward 
our country abroad must be equally attributable to the great num- 
ber of fine, honest films that America sends abroad.” 

What about the tawdry, shoddy films obviously made to 
exploit sensationalism at the box-office? No appeal to a producer 

a film of that type is going to persuade him not to distribute 
mM abroad if there are some fast bucks to be made there. 

“Some have suggested that films which over-emphasize the 
‘pordid aspect of American life should not be allowed to be dis- 
tributed outside the United States,” writes Dorothy B. Jones, who 
during World War II was chief of the Film Reviewing Section of 
OWI in Hollywood. ‘Proponents of this viewpoint maintain that 
such pictures damage our image abroad and that either govern- 
ment or the motion picture industry itself should review and re 
. fuse to export such films. During World War II an export license 
was required for every film shipped abroad, and some pictures— 
though relatively few—were denied a license because they were 
- fot believed to be in the best interests of this country. 


*Freedom of expression, however, is one of the basic 
principles of democracy, and this country has always 
stood for a free exchange of ideas across national bor- 
ders. Export control does not provide the best means 
for increasing our influence abroad through films. 


“AS HAS OFTEN BEEN NOTED, one of the sources of 
strength of democracy lies in our being able to admit our weak- 
nesses, rather than to hide them. . . . Truth, rather than propa- 
ganda, is the American way of portraying what we have and what 
we believe in.” 

She advocates (1) The State Department, through its em- 
bassies, providing a feed-back of reviews and comments about 
American films shown abroad, thus influencing the producers to 
correct bad impressions about this country in subsequent pictures; 
(2) The United States Information Agency conducting public 
opinion polls abroad on the films, and making these available to 
producers; (3) the State Department selecting many of the best 
-Hollywood films of past years and encouraging their distribution. 
Jules Dassin, the former Hollywood director who has been 
‘making pictures in Europe for the past 10 years, writes that 
Hollywood producers, in designing much of their production for 
.an audience between 16 and 19 years of age, are ‘‘suffering from 
a° monumental underestimation of the intelligence of young 
people.” The father of three children aged 16, 19 and 21 years, he 
believes ‘‘that all young people of these ages are at least as in- 
telligent as their parents,” many more so. 


He said most of the European film makers, writers, 
movie critics and ‘simple citizens” to whom he talked 
consider Hollywood films immature—‘“that goes for the 
presentation of a character, easy solutions, superficial 
problems gravely presented or grave problems super- 
ficially presented.” They consider Americans Puritan, he 
says, and many consider Puritanism today as hypocritical. 


THEY ASK: “What has become of the charming American 
comedies?’ (A question which would have had more point three 
years ago.) The European public, Dassin writes, is more director- 
conscious than the American public. Among the other ‘‘peeves’’: 
$0 much sentimentality, so much sweetness and light, in American 
films; American women on the screen are not women, but inge- 
gues; and ‘‘Why does Hollywood want to overpower us with lavish- 
ness and size that sometimes results in vulgar display?”

NEW YORK, April 1 (UPI). 

ONE OF THE THINGS that Allen Funt plans to focus his 
“Candid Camera’’ show on in the future is what he calls ‘‘the 
beauty of life.”’ 

‘You know, you never see a happy documentary,” he said. 
‘We'd like to turn that 
corner, to get stuff that is 
beautiful. For instance, 
shots of the coming of 
spring. Probably it would 
be spring in. the city be- 
cause that’s more exciting 
for the hidden camera. 
It’ll be principally people. 

“Candid Camera’’ was a 
hit on Garry Moore’s show 
last season, and now, in 
its first season alone on 
CBS-TV, it is one of the 
top-rated shows of televi- 
sion. (It is seen in St. 
Louis at 9 p.m, Sunday on 
KMOX-TV.) 

When Funt was in the 
Army Signal Corps in 
World War II, one of his 

Fs #2 jobs was helping G.Is 

make brief recordings to 

ALLEN FUNT send home. ‘‘We used to, 

for a gag, sometimes start the records before the kids knew 

they were on,” he said. ‘‘I wonder if the idea for the show 
didn't hit me then.” 

In 1947, using a wire recorder, Funt went on network 
radio with “Candid Microphone,’’ and he has been going ever 
gince—in radio, movies, record albums and TV. 

“‘We packaged the original radio show, including an or- 
chestra, for a total cost of $700 a week,’’ he said. ‘“The TV 
show cost now is $43,000 a week, total package. The first 
half-hour shows we did were budgeted at $6300 a week, | 
made a greater profit from those than I do now at $43,000 
cost.”’ 

For years, Funt’s material has been used in college 
courses in psychology, sociology, speech and dramatic tech- 
miqués. Currently, it is going free to 16 colleges, he said. 

DOES HE HAVE any departures in technique contem- 
plated for the show?

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they would recommend one project per show—but with a light, 
, entertaining touch, since we are not do-gooders or anything 
like that. 

“One idea in this field is to show a dozen facial expres- 
gions which were the result of some particular stimulus and 
gee if the audience can guess what the stimulus was. I know 
you just cannot guess it. We have an extremely limited vo- 
cabulary of facial expressions. Sorrow and laughter are fairly 
close, on the face. 

“Another psychological thing you may remember we 
already did; it was group pressure. Three soldiers doing 
movements on signal and a fourth comes in who is not in on 
the game and he finally tries to conform, under the group 
pressure. 

“WE’VE TRIED to stretch the concepts of the hidden 
camera. We've done high-speed film, for one thing. We don’t 
like to have rigid rules — except for-the rule that it’s com- 
pletely unposed and unaware. In the future, we want to get 
more people who are predominantly rural. Our. people have 
been mostly urban; it takes a little more digging to get the 
farmer.” 

What has Funt liked best in these 14 years? 
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*‘Working with children,”’ he replied. ‘‘For me, this is the 
most rewarding. With a child who doesn’t know there is a 
camera you get something you can’t get in any other way. 
We just finished one with some kids 4 and 5 years old talking 
to a cow about what is a president. 

“l think this talking cow thing is the best we've done. 
I bet you Mr. Kennedy would just love to hear it. The impact 
the President and his family have had on kids that age is 
just incredible.”

Commonest calises are excess weight, faulty fit of 
shoes, bursitis or “spurs” which sometimes form after 
an injury. It’s best to have your doctor find out what 
the cause is. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: The bone in my left knee hasbeen 
cracking and there is some pain. I had a thyroid operation 
about seven years ago. I'm afraid I need something in my 
system. MRS. P.H. 


Creaky knees are not uncommon as we grow older, 
but they don’t mean that we “need something” in the 
system. They just get cranky, like old hinges or old 
doors. Sometimes medication is advisable after a thy- 
roid operation; the need is readily determined by your 
doctor with a test or two. But it won’t have any effect 
on your knees, although it can give you a reasonable 
amount of pep if you’ve been abnormally fatigued after 
the surgery.

Justice Dept. 
Reconsiders 
Boxing Bill 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP)— 
The Justice Department said to- 
day “‘something has to be done’”’ 
at the federal level to drive 
racketeers out of professional 
boxing. A department spokesman 
said Attorney General Robert F. 
Kennedy is dickering on terms 
of a bill that would be tough 
enough to do the job. 


The spokesman said Kennedy

fauver (Dem.), Tennessee, to 
take another look at the boxing 
anti-racketeering bill the Ten- 
nessean has introduced in the 


> Senate. 


Kefauver’s Senate Anti-Trust 
and Monopoly subcommittee in 
its recent investigation of boxing 
received testimony that hood- 
lums have wielded monopolistic 
control over the sport, and that 
fixed fights and exploitation of 
boxers resulted. 


Kennedy, while praising the 
Kefauver bill’s objectives, has 
balked at its proposal to create 
in the Justice Department the 
office of federal boxing com- 
missioner.

Some measure might be 
worked out, perhaps, which 
would give the N.B.A. the 
power it needs to make that 
organization effective. 

When it comes to licensing 
of boxers and their handlers, 
the federal commissioner 
would really be up against it. 

What yardstick would be 
used in determining who 
should and who should not be 
licensed ? 

There is no doubt that many 
persons associated with box- 
ing could not be classed as the 
“best people.”’ Boxing is not, 
after all, the product of polite 
society. 

And yet if there is any rea- 
son for boxing at all, it is to 
give those in the underprivi- 
leged class a chance to pull 
themselves up. That has hap- 
pened in many, many cases. 

There are those who argue 
that boxing should be abolished 
altogether. That it is brutal. 
That its whole purpose is to 
maim. It has been called legal 
mayhem. 

Surely, whichever side of the 
fence you're on, you'd agree 
it would be better to abolish 
boxing than strangle it to 
death.

All But the Smell 


To improve the hunters’ stalk- 
ing ability, an expert with a 
sound detector was stationed in 
a draw. A stationary cardboard 
deer was nearby. So long as 
the archer made no sound he 
could move as close as possible 
to the target. 


the sound detector would spring 
a trap, sending the deer on a 
downhill run, 

The regular field courses are 
sO constructed as to simulate 
hunting conditions. Any of the 
14 targets prescribed by the Na- 
tional Field Archers Association 
may involve an upward or down- 
ward shot in natural outdoors 
surroundings. 

_ On one course set up in the 
St. Louis area, the first target 
is placed between two trees, 
with brush around them, 40 
yards from the archer. 

In the standard course. the 
_ Closest shot is at 30-feet, at a 
| Six-inch target, with a three-inch 
_bull’s-eye. The longest shot is 
at 240 feet, at a 24-inch target, 
with a 12-inch bull’s-eye. 
| Four arrows are fired at each 
target in a field round. For a 
bull’s-eye, 5 points are given; 
3 for a shot in the outer ring. 

A perfect round is 280 points 
but: apparently no one has ever 
accomplished that feat. How- 
ever,.an Ohio archer once had 
an amazing 274 score, putting 
all arrows but three in the bull’s- 
eyes, 


Variety in Methods 


Besides the field round, a 
meet will also include a hunters’ 


round and a broadhead round. 


' These latter events involve tar- | 


gets of different kinds and dis- | 
tances. 

Archers fall into two catego- 
ries—instinctive (who use no 
mechanical sights) and free-style 
(who use sights). About 75 per 
cent of bowmen are instinctive. 

Good shooting for an instinc- 
tive archer on a field round is 
a score of 150 to 200. Lon Stan- 
ton of Lake Ozark, Mo., former 
national instinctive archery 
champion, averages 225. 

Progress of the modern arch- 
er in the hunting field is en- 
thusiastically described by 
Richard C. MacKeen, former 
president of the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Bow Hunters. 

Before moving to St. Louis, 
MacKeen organized the first bow 
hunting club in Arkansas and 
was instruméntal in persuading 
that state’s conservation com- 
mission, in 1946, to open a 
deer season for archers.

IBM Plans Open House 
This Week at Its New 
Offices on Lindell 


Formal opening to the public and dedication of the new St. 
Louis office building of International Business Machines Corpora- 
tion has been scheduled for next Wednesday and Thursday. The 
building, just recently completed, is at 3800 Lindell boulevard. It 
provides space for the sales and service divisions of IBM’s St. 


Louis branch. 


The building is of contemporary styling, with concrete frame, 
masonry, glass, aluminum, accoustically finished ceilings, terrazzo 
and carpeted floors, some ceramic tile, etc. 


The architecture is by St. Louis 
architects Hellmuth, Obata & 
Kassabaum, Inc. 


The building replaces IBM’s 
former office at 3590 Lindell, 
where the building (once an auto- 
mobile sales agency structure) 
now is being remodeled and ex- 
panded to house a midtown 
bank. 

IBM’s new building has three 
stories and a basement, a total 
of 58,000 square feet of floor 
space. There is air conditioned 
space for offices, sales and serv- 
ice activities, training and dem- 
onstration of IBM’s data proces- 
sing systems and electric type- 
writer products. To the rear 
and also to the west of the build- 
ing, parking space has been pro- 
vided for 80 cars. 

To permit the greatest flexi- 
bility in each floor’s layout, the 
entire building is based upon a 
five-foot structural and planning 
module, with vertical columns, 
forming bays that are 20 feet 
square. Most divisions of the 
space are obtained through use 
of movable partitions, since the 
only fixed elements of the build- 
ing’s interior are the air ducts 
running through all floors on the 
east side of the building and the 
service core containing eleva- 
tors, rest rooms and stairs. 


Main entrance is at the east 
end of the building over a short 
raised bridge from the sidewalk. 
Under the bridge and running 
the length of the building is a re- 
cessed landscaped garden made 
possible by a change in the 
grade of the site. The garden pro- 
vides a forecourt for the building 
and, besides effecting a transi- 
tion in spaces from the busy 
street to the building’s interior, 
affords pleasant views for both. 


The ground floor contains a 
reception lobby, a display area 
for IBM electric typewriters and 
dictating equipment, a demon- 
stration room, a service and re- 
pair center, and several offices. 


The second floor is occupied 
principally by sales and admin- 
istrative personnel of IBM’s data 
processing division. The third 
floor houses the education cen- 
ter and consists of 12 training 
rooms for instruction of machine 
operators, plus a testing and 
demonstration room. An extruded 
masonry tile screen controls sun 
and noise on the two upper floors. 
For 'the glass walls along the 
north and south facades, the ar- 
chitects specified a new neoprene 
plastic gasket that permitted 
sealed mounting without caulk- 
ing. 

Mechanical engineers for the 
project were Belt & Given; the 
structural engineer was Albert 
Alper; general contractor was H.

Groundbreak 
Today for 
New Church 


Groundbreaking services for a 
new sanctuary and educational 
building for Salem Evangelical 
and Reformed Church (United 
Church of Christ) are to be at 
3 p.m. today. 

Location for the new building 
is a nine and one-half acre par- 
tially wooded and hilly site at 
the intersection of New Hall's 
Ferry road and Pohlmann road 
in north St. Louis county. This 
is in the midst of an expanding 
suburban area where the ma- 
jority of the church members 
now make their homes. 

Salem Church has a history 
from Nov. 16, 1885, when a 
small group of Evangelical fam- 
ilies gathered in the home of 
F. Grafemann to organize with 
the Rev. George Toennis as pas- 
tor. First services were in the 
Presbyterian Church on Marcus 
avenue, after heads of 14 fam- 
ilies originally organized on Nov. 
23, 1885. 

The first sanctuary was built 
in 1886 at Shreve and Mar- 
garetta in what was then gen- 
erally open farm land. A sec- 
ond sanctuary was built and 
dedicated Oct. 2, 1896. In 1922 
an educational building was 
added, while the Rev. Paul 


_ Langhorst was pastor. 


Plans for a new sanctuary at 
the Hall’s Ferry Road site have 
been under consideration two 
years. Construction of these new 
facilities will begin immediately. 


The new property will provide 
worship facilities for 384 per- 
sons, with a large narthex to 
accommodate an additional 70 
persons. 

A social and fellowship hall 
will accommodate 378 persons. 
Kitchen and dining room facili- 
ties for 300 persons will also be 
included. A large classroom wing 
will be partially completed at 
this time. A church office wing 
is to be built later. 

Provision for expansion of the 
church school is planned. 

A parking lot for 82 cars is 
being included at this time,

with asphalt topping later. An 
additional parking lot off of 
Halls Ferry Road is possible in 
the future.

More than average care has 
been taken by the developers in 
the design and planning and in 
construction of The Square. Ex- 
tensive traveling, to see who 
was doing what in shopping 
center development across the 
nation, preceded even the pre- 
liminary sketches. Preliminary 
investigation took two and one- 
half years. Construction has 
taken almost as much timé. 
The center really isn’t quite fin- 
ished, for a few stores. still 
won't be ready to open. 


There are seven buildings. The 
Lindbergh Bank and the Lucky 


Strike Bowling Lanes already 


are in operation In their own 
structures. These stand apart 
from the main line of stores 
and shops. There are four struc- 
tures in the stores and shops 
group, with a wide, open-air 
pedestrian mall, protected from 
weather by a far-reaching, can- 
tilevered canopy that juts up- 
ward from the facade of the line 
of main stores, reaches across 
the mall to embrace the lower 
line of service shop buildings. 

There are two of the stone 
trimmed promotional service 
centers, one just off the Tri-City 
Grocery at the very top (South 
end) of the “L’’ formed by the 
buildings; the other on the in- 
side angle at the heel of the 
“LL”, Main stores face the in- 
side of the “‘L”’ and the small 
store and service shop buildings 
face the main stores, across the 
mall. Facade of the main stores 
is carried above the roof line of 
the service shops in corrugated 
asbestos-cement panels that 
bear insignia of the major 
stores so they are visible from 
the parking lot. | 

The parking lot is a huge 
square of asphalt on the inside 
of the “L’’ and from this the 
center gets its name. This area 
is lighted by clusters of lights 
on wheel-like frames, high above 
ground. The lighting arrange- 
ment reduces the number of 
poles necessary to produce ade- 
quate lighting over the whole 
square, The name of the village

A CROSS FIELD DIRECTOR has many problems—the problems of 
other people. Paul C. Willett, field director assigned to Scott Air 
Force Base, Belleville, handles about 100 problem cases a month. His 
clients come from among the thousands of men and women in service 
stationed in the St. Louis area and passing through it. 

Some of the problems tossed at Willett are quickly resolved. A little 
cash takes care of travel expense for an emergency furlough or helps a 
family through a financial crisis. A few lucid words help untangle military 
or legal regulations and point out a man’s rights and obligations. A phone 
call jogs an errant son or husband into writing a long overdue letter home. 
News of births, deaths, illnesses and other family events flash over the 
Red Cross communications network. . 

Recently, Willett’s office paid hospital expenses and the cost of a 
housekeeper while a serviceman’s wife, the mother of four, was hos- 
pitalized. A direct call to Scotland ascertained the condition of the father 
of a Scott AFB man. An airman had all his savings stolen during his 
wedding party—the Red Cross helped the newlyweds through to payday. 

There are no quick solutions for many cases. Informal counseling 


fails to unsnarl all marital troubles. The Red Cross helps arrange but can- 
not grant furloughs, humanitarian transfers or hardship discharges. It 
helps in real emergencies, but does not assist everyone who feels the need 
for extra money. Financial aid is given as a loan (with no interest) when 
the recipient is able to repay without hardship. Otherwise it is given as 
an outright -grant. 

Field directors like Willett are in a unique position. They wear uni- 
forms, live on military bases and work closely with enlisted men and of- 
ficers, but are not part of the military. Their salaries are low—comparable 
to those of teachers in small towns—and the hours are long. It is a job a 
man must love because it involves his whole life and‘ that of his family. 

The American Red Cross is also in a unique position. It has govein- 
ment sanction, but is a private institution supported by public contributions. 
Its charter, granted through an act of Congress, specifies that the Red Cross 
must provide disaster relief for United States citizens and attend to the 
needs of servicemen and veterans. It does much more, of course. All its 
activities depend on the people—the volunteer workers, the blood donors, 
the fund contributors and the dedicated professionals like Willett.

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CRISIS IN LAOS 


East-West Struggle Over Small 
Far East Nation Comes to a Head 


Prince Souvanna Phouma, self-exiled former premier of Laos, 
addresses a crowd in the administrative capital of Vientiane 
after he was installed as head of the Laotian rnment last 
August. His four-month effort to build a left-right coalition 
failed, and on Dec. 9 he fled to Cambodia in the face of in- 
tensified civil war. Leftists continue to recognize Phouma as 
premier, but the rightists installed Prince Boun Oum as head 
of state. Phouma is considered only leader likely to be ac- 
ceptable to both sides should a compromise government evolve. 
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Prisoners captured by the loyal Laos army in fighting along the 
upper reaches of the Nam River squat in bonds near Vientiane. 
Communist-led forces, called Pathet Lao, have between 8000 and 
12,000 tough guerrilla troops, while loyalist forces number about 
30,000. Since most of the loyal troops are Buddhists and therefore 
pacifists, they have been putting up poor resistance to the guerrillas.

Woe ATTENTION swung from The Congo to the tiny, peace-loving 
Kingdom of Laos last week. For centuries before the French made Laos 
a colonial protectorate in 1888, the aggressive Vietnamese to the east and the 
Thais to the west fought over control of the narrow, mountainous kingdom. 
In 1947 Laos regained independence, and now the ancient foes—North Viet- 
nam with backing from the Communists and Thailand with support from the 

West—are once again contesting domination of Laos. 
Laos’ importance rests not in rich natural resources or in a large population 
ripe for ideological conversion, but with its strategic g ical position. 


: Besides its common frontiers with the Communist states of a on the north 


and North Vietnam on the east, Laos borders on Burma, Thailand, Cambodia 
and South Vietnam—all either neutral or allied with the West. Communist 
domination of the country would facilitate guerrilla warfare, which has already 
made inroads in South Vietnam, and expose Thailand and Cambodia to the 
same nibbling tactics. 

Even more important are the political and psychological factors. The 
United States is deeply involved in Laos, having spent about $300,000,000 to 
support the Laotian civilian and military budgets in an effort to keep the 
“buffer state” from going Communistic. In addition, the United States has 
committed itself to protect Laos, as a protocol member of the Southeast Asia 
ey eee from outside invasion or domination.

BEDLAM ON THE BEACH 


Collegians Spending Easter Vacation at Ft. Lauderdale Get Out of Hand 


Bg eee g- mame: the beginning of this year’s Easter vacation of some 

25,000 college students on the beaches of Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. For two 
nights, swarms of students taunted and battled police in protest against 
their two favorite beaches being closed at night. More than 120 students 
‘were arrested on charges of peace disturbance, disorderly conduct, resist- 
ing arrest, public intoxication and use of profanity. A city judge, holding 
court in early morning hours, assessed fines from $5 to $75. the first 
80 cases disposed of, 56 students were given jail sentences ranging from 
three to 70 days. 

The melees were the most serious trouble in the 16 years that col- 
legians have been visiting the resort city on Florida’s lower Atlantic coast. 
Beer cams, firecrackers and insults were the students’ favorite weapons. 
Off-duty police were called into action and additional assistance was pro- 
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vided by sheriff's deputies and officers of the Florida Highway Patrol. 

Major complaint of the sports-clad students was the night closing of 
the city’s Las Olas Beach because of the excessive cost of supervision and 
of Jade Beach, an unsupervised area six miles north of Ft. Lauderdale. 
Jade Beach, in particular, had become a favorite trysting place for va- 
cationing students in years past. 

The swarm of college students—mostly from eastern and midwestern 
schools and the majority of them escended on Ft. Lauderdale last 
weekend in record n rs. Some high school students and hangers-on, 
mostly from Miami, also were the vacationers. The huge turnout 
was attributed in part to a paperback novel, ‘Where the Boys Are,” a story 
of student vacation escapades at Ft. Lauderdale that was made into a 
movie. After this year’s revelry, the city may pull in the welcome mat.

PORTLAND, ME. 
P24 NEW EASTER 1S HERE. Clouds of darkness 
cover the world, but through it all eternal 

light still shines. Happy Easter to you and yours.” 

Written in a familiar hand and postmarked “Rum- 
ford, Me.,” the above card appeared a few weeks ago 
in the mailbox of the Rev. Dr. Howard Oliver Hough. 
For Dr. Hough it was like the first robin of spring. 
Each year, a similar card from the same family —log- 
gers in the remote Maine woods—signals for him the 
start of another Easter season. 

But this year, the card—as well as many others 
from his devoted flock—has a special meaning for Dr. 
Hough. For it was just 35 Aprils ago that Hough, 27, 
a theological student from Boston, was installed as 
pastor of a brand-new church. 

Its name was the First Radio Parish Church of 
America and its place of worship was a studio in radio 
station WCSH. It was the first regular “church of the 
air” in radio history. 

Every Sunday morning since, Dr. Hough, now a 
gentle, white-haired man of 62, has been broadcasting 
church services. His “parish” extends all across Maine, - 
into Nova Scotia, New Hampshire, Cape Cod and 
islands off the coast. He is widely-known and very 
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popular. Recently, a 4-year-old Portland boy was lis- 
tening to the radio church’s 10:05 broadcast. His 
mother asked what he was doing. “I'm listening to 
God,” the boy said. 

Dr. Hough, however, makes no claim to be more 
than a simple, down-to-earth preacher. Part of his 
appeal seems to be the folksy quality of his sermons. 
He is also extremely proud of their reach. 

“Our church is based upon one of the parables of 
the Lord,” he says. “The sower went forth to sow. 
Some seed fell by the wayside. Some was eaten up by 
the birds. Some was trampled under the feet of men 
and some bore fruit. It is my business” —and he wag- 
gles a finger for emphasis—“to have good seed and to 
sow it everywhere.” 

The church was Dr. Hough’s idea from the begin- 
ning. He had held a summer pastorate at Advent Chris- 
tian Church here, and one Sunday in September 1925 
he went on WCSH to dramatize the church's 85th an- 
niversary. The station manager invited him back three 
more Sundays, then began scheduling services on a 
week-to-week basis. 

Mail flooded in. Dr. Hough realized a regular serv- 


ice was needed to reach shut-ins, persons living in 
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isolated places and those not interested in formal 
church affiliation. He proposed a nondenominational 
church organization, with a board of directors of busi- 
nessmen. A few local ministers objected——“You’re not 
going to interfere with my congregation,” said one— 
but the church was formed. Dr. Hough was hired as 
pastor at $35 a week. Today he receives $69 —‘“when 
the contributions warrant it.” 

WCSH officials call Dr. Hough a “real pro,” and 
admire the way he slings off his coat, pulls on his vest- 
ments, launches into his message and all the while 
keeps a professional eye on the clock. He now telecasts 
one Sunday service a month. At his radio services, held 
in the Eastland Hotel, he has a live audience of 10 or 
12 permanent hotel guests, plays tape recordings of 
choir music. He sets up the folding chairs himself. 


Everybody's Minister 


During the week, he visits the sick in Portland's 
hospitals and drives up and down Maine roads meet- 
ing parishioners. His wife, Margaret, often goes along. 
“I'm everybody's minister,” he says simply. “I've per- 
formed about 500 marriages and probably 1,000 
funerals. Young people ask me to solve their problems 
and doubters ask me to bolster their faith.” 

But mostly, he sits in his 200-year-old house in 
Falmouth and answers mail from what must be the 
most unusual church congregation in America. “I've 
just come in from scraping ice off the lighthouse 
lenses,” says a typical letter to Dr. Hough from a light- 
house keeper off the coast of Maine. “And now | am 
listening to your sermon — your voice coming in

WASHINGTON, D.C. 

UNDREDS OF CHILDREN, as brightly hued as the eggs 
H they carry, will swarm over the White House lawn 
tomorrow for the annual egg-rolling. The little girl of the 
house would love to be in the middle of them. Whether 
3-year-old Caroline Kennedy can join the fun, however, 
is a matter of high discussion. For wherever Caroline is, 
her protection is the responsibility of the world’s most 
reliable baby sitters: The U.S. Secret Service. 

The agents who guard her would rather die than see 
her hurt—a measure of their devotion not only to duty 
but to Caroline herself. Their feeling for her is shared by 
millions of Americans. Not since Shirley Temple was a 
child star and America’s darling has any little girl so 
captured the nation’s heart. 

Caroline gets 100 fan letters a week from all over the 
world, mostly from youngsters. Typical was the scrawled 
message from Jimmy Gavin, 7, of Joplin, Mo., who 
wrote: “I just want to tell yeu that I hope you like your 
new house.” From Dolly Long, 7; of Dayton, Ohio, ex- 
perienced owner of a cat called Loudmouth, came this 
advice to Caroline about her kitten: “You must watch 
him until he gets to like his new home or he will run 
away.” 

A letter in Italian from Falasconi Roser, 6, of Pesaro, 
Italy, bore Caroline a kiss. Gary Rahn, 5, of Walhouding, 
Ohio, proposed marriage. 

Mothers write to Jacqueline Kennedy giving and seek- 
ing advice on child care. That she has been successful 
herself is attested by her daughter's unspoiled, sparkling 
personality. The First Lady wants her little girl to grow 
up like other little girls. 

It would be easy for Caroline's life in the White House 
to become a free-wheeling fairy tale, which, in later years, 
would leave her with an inflated ego. Jackie Kennedy is 
determined not to. let this happen. She is alert for the 
first signs of brattiness, which so often afflicts celebrated 
children. “Her father, the nurse or I will draw the line. 
To check her in time is the biggest favor we can do for 
Caroline,” says the First Lady. 


Scooting Among Dignitaries 


Mrs. Kennedy also tries to shield her daughter from 
the scorching spotlight of publicity. Except for a rare 
occasion, the First Lady has put her foot down firmly 
against newsmen interviewing or photographing Caroline. 
“Jackie’s a bear on that,” says Pierre Salinger, White 
House press chief. 

Yet Caroline is not unduly sheltered from the hustle 
and bustle of life, lest that mar her personality in another 
way. Under the slightly restraining hand of nurse Maud 
Shaw, Caroline is permitted to mingle with diplomats 
and scoot among the dignitaries. “I would much rather 
she learned these things first hand,” says Jackie, “than 
heard us talking about them upstairs later.” 

What Jackie Kennedy fears most for her daughter anil 
baby son, however, is the loneliness of children whose 
parents are swept up in the tidal wave of great affairs. 
She is determined not to abandon them to nurses and 
Secret Service men. Curiously, she got, her first hint of 
how father-lonely the child of a public figure can be from 
the daughter of her husband's rival for the White House.

young Pat sighed with the candor of childhood: “He is al- 
ways away. If he’s famous, why can’t he stay home?” 
Jackie has had occasion in recent months to listen to a 
similar lament from her own daughter. During the hectic 
presidential campaign, when Jack Kennedy could spend 
only a few hours with his family, Caroline would hover 
around as he re-packed his bags for another trip and 
would ask wistfully: “Are you going away again, Daddy?” 
Knowing the pressures of the Presidency, the First 
Lady acknowledges: “The children will see less of their 
father than most children.” To make*up for the loss, she 
spends every hour she can spare with them. She plays 
house with Caroline, helps her dress dolls, shares her 
childish secrets, takes her on intimate strolls. She also 
composes poems and stories for Caroline, illustrating 
them with pen or pencil and turning them into little 
books. Caroline loves nothing more than to paint and 


“read” with her mother. Caroline is already a book fan. 

Busy as he is, President Kennedy, who dotes on his 
daughter, often cuts protocol to be with her. Ile thor- 
oughly enjoys romping with her, hoisting her on his back, 
engaging in serious discussions. Solemnly, she keeps him 
informed on the progress of her baby brother, John Jr., 
whom she likes to claim as “my baby” and insists upon 
calling by his formal name. The President sometimes 
teases her by calling the baby “Jack.” “No,” she replies 
firmly, “his name is John.” 


Her First Words 


One of the first words Caroline learned was “Daddy.” 
When her vocabulary totaled only six words, the others 
were “hat” (which he put on as he went out the door), 
“car” (which he drove off in), “airplane” (which carried 
him farther away), “shoes” and “thank you.” Thus four 
of her six expressions were concerned with Daddy. 

One of the President's most cherished photographs 
shows him with Caroline as a baby. He keeps it in a 
built-in bookcase to the right of his desk. His close friend, 
Sen. George Smathers (D., Fla.) confides: “The Presi- 
dent grows closer to Caroline as the weeks go by.” 

Caroline's introduction to public life came upon her 
father’s triumphant return to Hyannisport, Mass., from 
the Democratic convention last July. She ran to the door 
to greet him, then recoiled in alarm at the blaze of flash- 
bulbs and the press of admirers who surged around him. 
She turned to run, but John Kennedy quickly scooped 
her up. “Don't be afraid, darling,” he soothed. “They 
won't hurt you.” 

Now Caroline has become quite accustomed to the 
clamor that surrounds her President father. At Palm 
Beach, she gave the nation a coast-to-coast chuckle when 
she invaded a patio press conference: She was wearing a 
rabbit-eared hood and was carrying a pair of her mother’s 
shoes. “Hi, Daddy,” she said, “aren't you coming in?” 

She wouldn't be fobbed off until Kennedy suspended 
the conference, helped her into the shoes and watched 
her go clip-clopping back into the house.

Caroline to Sam Rayburn: 


On another occasion, Caroline popped between her 
father’s legs at a photo-taking session and demanded 
sweetly: “Daddy, tie my shoes, please.” Caroline became 
such a hit with photographers during the pre-inaugura- 
tion period that Jackie complained to Jack. Result: Caro- 
line was temporarily “retired.” 

The Kennedy children did not enter the White House 
with their parents but arrived 16 days after inauguration. 
Like most males of his age, John Jr. could have been just 
as content in a log cabin as long as he was fed and 
changed. But Caroline bounded off to inspect a giant 
snowman prepared in her honor by Robert Redman, the 
head gardener. It was a majestic creation with a red-carrot 
nose and floppy panama hat. Cautiously, she fingered one 
of the snowman’s black buttons (a lump of shiny coal). 
But Daddy, late for affairs of state, had to hustle her in- 
side. Next day he took her on a personally conducted 
tour of the White House. 

Pictures of Caroline’s encounter with Mr. Snowman 
delighted the nation’s children. The first grade of De- 
troit’s Carleton School composed a round-robin letter. 
“We have a poem about a snowman,” they wrote. “Every 
time we say it, we shall think of your snowman out on the 
lawn. We hope a bunny doesn’t eat its carrot nose.” 

A little awed at first, Caroline is now quite at home in 
the White House. She is likely to show up anywhere. 
Once she wandered into the communications room and 
chatted amiably with the workers. When they inquired 
about her daddy, she confided: “Oh, he’s just sitting up 
there with his shoes and socks off, doing nothing.” 

Nonchalant Cyclist 

Sure of his welcome, she is also apt to pop in on the 
President. She is always introduced solemnly to any nota- 
bles who may be present. Not long ago, she pedaled in 
on her tricycle while the President was entertaining Con- 
gressional leaders at breakfast. As she was introduced 
around, she was unimpressed by the distinguished com- 
pany until Sen. Hubert Humphrey (D., Minn.) men- 
tioned that he had three boys. 

“Are they little boys?” asked Caroline. 

The Senator said they were grown up. “That's too 
bad,” said Caroline. Humphrey then told her he had a 


granddaughter. “Well, is she little?” Caroline demanded. 

“She’s a baby,” said the Senator. 

“Ooh, good,” Caroline chortled, then pedaled off. 

Another time, Caroline became fascinated with Speaker 
Sam Rayburn’s bald head. “Why haven't you got any 
hair?” she asked. Rayburn, the veteran politico, turned 
the trick by complimenting her on her own curly locks. 
At Palm Beach, Caroline once sought advice from Vice 
President Lyndon Johnson on making sand pies. 

During a glittering diplomatic reception at the White 
House, an ambassador's wife inquired politely about 
Caroline. “Oh, she's around somewhere,” replied the 
First Lady. Caroline was very much around, happily 
displaying her white organdy dress embroidered with 
pink and green rosebuds: “It’s my very, very best.” 

She also asked the Marine Band to play Old Mac- 
Donald Had a Farm. As this earthy tune blared in the 
ears of the surprised diplomats, a little imp was peering 
through the banister of the hall staircase and jiggling 
to the rhythm. 

Unspoiled and uninhibited, Caroline plays easily with 
other children. She abounds in Kennedy cousins, who 
make exciting if somewhat vigorous playmates. She also 
frolics with the children of her parents’ friends. A dozen 
youngsters came to her third birthday party last Novem- 
ber 27 to be entertained by a clown-magician. Caroline 
kept begging the clown, as he pulled rabbits from hats 
and bunches of flowers from behind chairs: “Let's play 
that game again.” She had a wonderful day. 

With Mommy in the hospital, John F. Kennedy him- 
self supervised the party. It wasn’t the only time he had 
been host to Caroline's guests. He was busy with pre- 
inaugural plans in his Georgetown home last December 
when Michael Mahoney, age 3, came to call upon 
Caroline. : 

“Who are you?” Kennedy demanded. 

“1 am Mahoney,” announced the little fellow. Since 
Caroline was napping, the two menfolk interested them- 
selves in a shiny red auto. “This is how you steer,” ex- 
plained the President, riding him around the room. 

Not long ago, Caroline entertained 3-year-old Douglas 
and 5-year-old Felicia, the children of Brig. Gen. and 
Mrs. Milton Arnold. According to Mrs. Arnold: “They

I am 5 years old and can’t marry the 
girl at Grange in the blue dress, because she is 8 years 
old and Mommy said no.” 

Wolf in Rompers 

To find out what kind of wolf in rompers was making 
passes at Caroline, pARApE talked to his mother, Mrs. 
Amandus Rahn, who explained that Gary got the mar- 
riage bug while signing valentines. He had heard his 
parents speak of President Jack Kennedy and his pretty 
litthe daughter. Suddenly Gary instructed his mother: 
“Now you send Jack's little girl a valentine. Write her 
a letter. I think maybe I'll marry her.” Mrs. Rahn took 
her son's dictation exactly as he worded it. 

Caroline has received affectionate letters from girls, 
too. Jacqueline Burleson, 6, wrote from Redding, Calif.: 
“I wish I had you for a friend. I wish I had a baby 
brother, too. I just got two sisters, both big.” Then as an 
afterthought she added: “Once I caught a fish.” 

Roseanna Miani, 6, of Riverside, Calif., has something 
in common with Caroline. Wrote Roseanna: “I live in a 
white house, too, and I have a little baby brother, too. 
His name is Mike.” End of letter. 

“Are you glad your father is President?” asked Cheryl 
Rutkin of North Miami Beach, Fla. “Do you like your 
new brother? Some day I would like to come and visit 
you. I think you are very pretty.”

THIS WAS JUDAS 


Eprror’s NoTE: [n all Easter literature, there remains 
one untold story —untold because it is unknown. This 
is the story of Judas Iscariot, whose betrayal led to the 
Lord's trial and death on the Cross. From clues in the 
Scriptures, from talks with clergymen, PARADE has 
constructed a possible portrait of the world's most in- 
famous informer. 


N THE DARKNESS and anguish of his soul, Judas 
Iscariot knew that the voice he had heard on the 
mountaintop was the voice of Satan. Why, why had 
he listened to it? He should have clapped: his hands 
to his ears and fled down to the sanctuary of the 
Master’s presence. Then this nightmare would not be 
racking his soul, this awful memory of a mercenary, 
cold-blooded betrayal. 

Like so many tragedies, it had begun with a trivi- 
ality: his argument with Mary over the pound of 
spikenard she had used to anoint the Master's feet. 
“Why,” he had demanded, “was not this ointment sold 
for 300 pence and the money given to the poor?” 

The meager offerings laid before the Lord had al- 
ways gone into a bag for the needy. Jesus cared noth- 
ing for money. His apostles were only slightly less 
indifferent to its value. That is, all except Judas. Some- 
one had to count the coins; so Judas had become 
keeper of the bag. 

Perhaps he should not have been so impatient with 
Mary. But he had a responsibility to guard against 
extravagance. What had hurt him was the Lord’s re- 
buke. “Let her alone,” He had said. “Against the day 
of my burying hath she kept this (ointment).” The 
gentleness of His reproof had only cut more deeply. 


The Temptation of Judas 


So Judas had headed up the mountain to sulk. The 
higher he climbed, the more he seethed with discon- 
tent. Then came the voice—unctuous, goading, per- 
suasive. Its arguments seemed so logical, so right. 

Three years earlier on another mountain the same 
voice had taunted and tempted the Lord himself. “Get 
thee behind mé, Satan,” Jesus had commanded. But 
Judas, soured by his own pride, listened as the voice 
spoke: “You are a goodly man, else why were you 
chosen by the Master?” Judas nodded as the voice also 


pointed out that he was the lone apostle—the last of 
the 12, the only one not a Galilean. 

“The others are all dreamers,” whispered Satan. 
“But you are a practical man; you understand the value 
of money.” Suddenly Judas seemed to be peering into 
the temple. Whether it was a daydream or a vision, he 
could not say. He could hear the chief priests plotting 
against the Lord whose influence with the hungry and 
ragged they feared. But they were too cautious to take 
direct action. They would seize Him by night, accuse 
Him of treason, deliver Him to the Roman rulers. First 
they must find a guide to lead them, someone to point 
Jesus out. For this simple work, they would pay well. 


A Demonstration of Power 


Judas recoiled at the thought that took hold in his 
head. “No, no,” he cried. “I cannot betray the Master.” 
But the voice nagged him. “You have seen your Master 
walk on water, heal the sick, yea even raise the dead. 
Surely, one who has power over death need not fear 
for his own life.” 

Delivering Jesus to his enemies would provide Him 
with a supreme occasion to demonstrate His power, 
Satan urged. To save Himself, the Christ must perform 
a dramatic miracle. This would convince the skeptics; 
this would reveal the Lord in all His greatness. And 
what could be more ironic than to take money for His 
cause from the very priests who sought His downfall? 
The whispered logic swirled and swelled in his mind: 
Identify Jesus for them, accept their silver; then watch 
their discomfiture as He majestically thwarts them. 
“Go to the priests, talk to the priests,” Satan goaded. 

Then Judas, obsessed with the idea, had found him- 
self at the temple. He had bargained shrewdly, driving 
the price up to 30 pieces of silver. Although he had 
bargained for bargaining’s own sake, to satisfy the 
seed of greed within him, he had told himself: “What 
I am doing I do for the Master and the poor.” 

An appalling sense of guilt and doom began to stir 
within him as he went to keep his appointment with 
the Master and the others for what was to be their last 
supper. As they supped Jesus declared: “Verily, I say 
unto you, that one of you shall betray me.” In sorrow 
and alarm each apostle asked: “Lord, is it 1?” When 
Judas asked the same question, Jesus replied softly: 


“Thou hast said.” Then He dipped a sop, handed it to 
Judas and said, “That thou doest, do quickly.” 

Judas scurried, almost fled from the room. The Lord 
seemed to have suspected his mission, he thought fran- 
tically. Yet Jesus did not seem alarmed; perhaps He 
approved. The others suspected nothing. As John was 
later to write: “Some of them thought, because Judas 
had the bag, that Jesus had said unto him, buy those 
things that we have need of against the feast; or that 
he should give something to the poor.” 

Now the mind of Judas seethed with terrible scenes. 
His secret tryst with the priests, the captains and 
soldiers. Their stealthy march across the brook called 
Cedron to the Olive Grove where the Master had 
planned to go with His apostles for meditation. Gethse- 
mane, it was called. 

Judas remembered his instruction to the captains: 
“Whomsoever I shall kiss, that same is He; hold Him 
fast.” How he had advanced upon the Master smiling 
a sickly smile. How he had cried in a hoarse, strained 
voice: “Hail, Master.” How he had bestowed that cold 
and deadly kiss. And how the Master had merely 
looked at him reproachfully and asked: “Judas, be- 
trayest thou the Son of man with a kiss?” 


Torment Raged Within 


With suddenly surging remorse that had come too 
late, Judas had rushed to the temple and had cast the 
accursed silver pieces back at the priests. He had cried: 
“I have sinned in that I have betrayed the innocent 
blood.” But there had been no solace for him even in 
that gesture. The priests had smiled contemptuously. 
“What is that to us?” they had asked. 

Now a ternado of torment raged within Judas’ soul. 
He had one more sin to commit. Blindly, bitterly, he 
ran off to make the only atonement the madness of his 
despair could conceive. He hanged himself. 

Perhaps in his last conscious moment, Judas may 
have recalled the warning of the Lord: “No man can 
serve two Masters ... ye cannot serve God and Mam- 
mon.” There is something of Jesus in all of us; so also 
there is something of Judas. For greed, jealousy, arro- 
gance, pride, overwhelming ambition did not die with 
Judas. How many other souls are yet for sale? For 
they, too, will hear the voice of temptation. n

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Coffee-flavored ice cream cake

VV‘ ARE SO DELIGHTED with this recipe 
that we can’t wait to share it with you. 
It is the easiest cake roll we have ever made— 
and apparently immune to the ills of breaking 
or crumbling or peeling, which often spoil a 
roll in the making. There’s no need to trim off 
the crusts. Delicious and light as a cloud, 
it’s a cake recipe you can use with any desired 
filling — jelly, lemon, chocolate, whipped 
cream and so on. But for special feasting, fill 
it with coffee or chocolate ice cream and frost 
it richly with Mocha Frosting. 


Mocha ice Cream Roll 


4 teaspoon salt 3% cup pancake mix 
4 eggs 1 quart coffee or 

¥% cup sugar chocolate ice cream’ 
1 teaspoon vanilla Mocha Frosting 


Heat oven to hot (400°). Grease bottom and 
sides of 10”-x-15” jelly-roll pan; line with waxed 
paper; grease again thoroughly. Add salt to eggs; 
beat until thick and lemon colored. Add sugar to 
eggs, a little at a time, beating well after each 
addition. Add vanilla and pancake mix; stir 
until smooth. Spread evenly in greased wax 
paper-lined pan. Bake 10 to 12 minutes. While 
cake roll is baking, sprinkle a dry towel well 
with confectioners 10X sugar. As soon as cake 
is done, loosen edges and turn out on towel. 
Peel waxed paper carefully from cake. Roll cake 
in towel. Let stand 20 minutes, then unroll. 
Soften ice cream slightly and spread over cake 
roll. Roll up quickly; wrap in aluminum foil; 
place in freezer several hours. (May be made 
several days in advance.) Just before serving 
spread with Mocha Frosting. Serve immediately 
or return to freezer until time to serve. Makes 
eight servings.

Cream ¥% cup butter or margarine. Add 1% 
cups confectioners 10X sugar while continuing 
to cream.

The Andy Griffith Show: 
Country "style Laughter

HOLLYWOOD, April |. 
— GRIFFITH was sitting on a rough 
wooden bench at a picnic table 
lunching on sweet potato and ham and 
talking about his television series, ‘The 
Andy Griffith Show,” which had completed 
one year on television with a high rating 

and had been renewed for another year. 
"You remember when | was at Warner's 
two years ago,” he said in his lazy 
North Carolina drawl. “Il was country 
fresh from Broadway and ‘No Time for 
Sergeants’ and had just done the film. 
Then | did ‘A Face in the Crowd’ and 
‘Onionhead' and after that | didn't do any- 
thing for a year. Trouble was, | was out of 
character in those pictures, but | still 

hadn't learned a lesson. 


"So | did for ‘Playhouse 90° a show 
_ called ‘Male Animal.’ | was still out of 

character. After that | had to decide to 
do what | can do, and that's all. | don't 
want to compete with Eli Wallach and that 
crowd. It's not that | don't enjoy acting. 
1 do, but I'm not that kind of actor. On 
me, accent and all, the part | play in this 
series is tailored for me. It fits me, | fit it.” 


THE SHOW that fits Griffith so well 
and which he in turn fits was indeed tai- 
lored for him. It was, to use television par- 
lance, a "spin-off" from the Danny Thomas 
show. That means that the pilot of the 
series was incorporated in a Danny Thomas 
show first telecast in February 1960. 

In the pilot, Thomas was driving his car 
through the town of Mayberry, N. C., 
(fictional) and was stopped for running a 
stop sign by the town sheriff who also was 
justice of the peace and editor of the 
local paper. 

Immediately after screening of the Danny 
Thomas show, the character and thought 
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idea presented by Andy Griffith was sold 
for a series to General Foods. 

“Everybody has a home town they either 
came from or wish they'd come from," he 


said. "Mayberry is the ideal home town. 
Plots are simple, with an easy story Vine, so 
we all fit in natural. We tell a few jokes, 


a little story and | do the same thing 
always done.” 


WHILE GRIFFITH'S PLOT description 
sounds simple, each story_actually requires 
much work. As he explained it, each 
Wednesday afternoon he and producers 
Sheldon Leonard and Aaron Ruben get 
together and decide on a story they're 
going to tell for the coming week. 

Then they give it to a writer who puts 
it in first draft form, presents it to Ruben, 
who suggests a re-write. The third re-write 
is done by Ruben. On the next Thursday, 


everyone sits around and works on the re-

vised script for the day. They rehearse all 
day Friday and shoot on Mondays, Tues- 
days and Wednesdays. 

"At story conferences | kind of work 
things around to my style,"" said Griffith. 
‘That way it comes off without strain and 
we have a happy, smooth-running opera- 
tion.’ 


GRIFFITH said he plans to stay with 


this series. as long as the public likes it. 
Asked if he'd like to return to Broadway 
where he was such a hit as Private Will 
Stockdale in "No Time for Sergeants,” 
which ran for 345 performances, he said, 
"Being on Broadway is like hoeing the 
same hill of corn all the time. You get 
tired of it, you can't work the same ill 
forever. 

“Each show on our series is different. 
It's not like doing the same thing over and 
over. | was in ‘Destry’ on Broadway just 
before coming here, but | wasn't in it long 
enough to be bored.” 


GRIFFITH has some real “pros” as his 
supporting cast. Don Knotts, the nervous 
comedian of the old Steve Allen show, is 
his deputy sheriff; Frances Bavier of the 
“It's a Great Life” series plays ‘Auntie 
Bee"; Elinor Donahue, long a member of 
the "Father Knows Best'’ series, plays 
Andy's girl friend; and little Ronnie Howard 
plays Opie, the son of the widowed sheriff. 


Unlike most stars of television series, 
Griffith has no plans to branch out into 
producing, directing or writing. "I sug- 
gested two shows that we filmed,” he said. 
“They were the two biggest mistakes we 
made. I'm going to keep at what I'm doing 
—making suggestions and worrying other 
people with them. | do that a lot, but I'm 
satisfied as things are right now. A man 
can't ask for more than that.”

In diagnosing the success of his program, 
Griffith said: 

“The important thing is we don't make 
our people look like rubes— ‘cause they 
ain't. Course, we play up the accents a 
mite, but it don't make a whole lotta dif- 
ference. | know correct grammar all right, 
but | like the character | play and | prefer 
not to use it. Fact is, the only complaints 
we've had about the show is my grammar. 
But it'll pass.”

HIS KNOWLEDGE of North Carolina 
accents and peculiarities comes to him 
naturally since he's a native of Mount Airy, 
where he still makes his home.

“There are lots of identical towns in the 
Carolinas like Mayberry, I've been in ‘em. 
| have a deep and abiding affection for 
them places. They're geat to live in. Every- 
body knows everybody else's business and 
they help one another out all the time. 
Beats big city life,” he declared. 

Speaking of Hollywood social life, Grif- 
fith exclaimed: “We don't cotton much to 
the society life around here. We don't 
know many folks in these parts anyhow. We 
did go to one big party, more than 100 
people milling around. lt was one of them 
great big terrible cocktail parties, but | had 
myself a ball. They brought in some feller 
with a five-string banjo and | went home 
and got my guitar.”

Cashes In With McCoys

LLITERATE OL' GRANPA McCOY in 

"The Real McCoy” series can't read or 
write and signs his name with an X. In real 
life, ol’ Gramps can write a check for more 
than $1,000,000 and the signature, Walter 
Brennan, makes it very valid. Now complet- 
ing his fourth year with the "McCoys," 
Brennan is one of the richest of the Holly- 
wood stars. 

Besides owning 50 per cent of the series, 
he owns a 400-seat movie theater in 
Joseph, Ore., plus the Walter Brennan 
Indian Lodge Motel. Also a .1200-acre 
ranch in Oregon stocked with cattle. Plus 
his home on 10 acres in Northridge, Calif., 
where he lives with his wife, Ruth. He dab- 
bles in the stock market—has two cars, and 
is now making record albums. 

"The years have been good to me,” 
Brennan admits, adding, “it's wonderful to 
be wanted still at 67. After 40 years of 
acting, | cam honestly say I've never been 
bored, bitter or disillusioned. I've always 
been proud of my craft, and believed in 
treating others the way | wanted to be 
treated. I'm lucky and | always remember 
to count my blessings.” 


“WHAT DO YOU THINK of the new 
crop of actors?" | asked him. He replied: 
"While | have no quarrel with Hollywood's 
young people, | do think some are spoiled 
and try acting only because they think it's 
glamorous. The way | see it, it's a business, 
with rules. 

“All young actors,” he continued, “would 
be wise to serve an apprenticeship, in 
stock or in TV.

When an em- 
ployer tells an employe of 55 he is through, 
that is very cruel. Now, there may be guys

And 
wife Ruth—they have been married 4!
